The August 9 Czechoslovakian 
round of the World Championship 
Superbike Series has been can- 
celed. Heavy rain in the area of the 
Most circuit resulted in drainage 
problems, flooding the track. 


Brit Kurt Nicoll (KTM) moved back 
into second place in the World Cham- 
pionship 500cc MX Series point stand- 
ings by scoring the overall win via l- 
3-1 moto finishes at Nemur, Belgium, 
August 2. Swede Marcus Hansson 
(Kaw) went 3-1-3 for runner-up 
honors. The second moto win by 
Hansson was a career first for the 22- 
year-old. Belgian Georges Jobe 
(Hon) rounded out the top three by 
posting DNF-2-2 moto finishes. Amer- 
ican Billy Liles (Hon) was hampered 
by a series of crashes, his best finish 
coming in the third moto where he 
finished fourth. Liles dropped to third 
in the series point standings, 59 points 
behind leader Jobe. The Belgian has 
a total of 452 points, while Nicoll is 
second with 428. 


American Donny Schmit (Yam) 
scored the overall win by posting 3- 


2-1 moto finishes at round 10 of the 


World Championship 250cc MX Series 
in Tibro, Sweden, August 2. Belgian 
Edwin Evertson (Kaw) was second 
with 1-1-7 moto finishes, and Amer- 
ican Mike Healey (Suz) third with 
a 3-DNF-4 tally. Defending champ 
Trampas Parker (Hon) of Louisi- 
ana failed to finish any moto. Schmit 
heads the series point standings with 
399; Italian Alessandro Puzar, who 
scored 24 points on the day, is second 
with 312, and American Bobby 
Moore is third with 309 points. 


South African Greg Albertijn (Hon) 
logged 1-3-1 moto finishes to win 
round 11 of the World Championship 


125cc MX Series in Campos du Jordan, 
Brazil, August 2, and come within one 
point of winning the series title. 
Finishing second with a 3-2-3 moto 
tally was Dutchman Pedro Tragter 
(Suz). With one round left in the series, 
Albertijn leads the series point stand- 
ings with 469, followed by Dutchman 
Davey Strijbos with 410 and Tragter 
with 409. 


Word has it that the U.S. MX des 
Nations team for the World Cham- 
pionship event in Australia on Sep- 
tember 6, will consist of Mike 
LaRocco, Billy Liles and Donny 
Schmit. The AMA has not yet con- 
firmed the team’s members but is 
expected to make an official announce- 
ment later this week. LaRocco will 
most likely compete in the 125cc class, 
Schmit in the 250cc class, and Liles 
in the 500cc class. The race will be held 
at Mannjimump, approximately 30 
miles south of Perth. 


Sweden, Holland and Belgium have 
officially named their teams for the 
MX des Nations. The Swedish team 
will consist of Marcus Hansson 
(500cc), Peter Johansson (250cc) 
and Joakim Karlsson (125cc). Hol- 
land will be represented by Edwin 
Evertsen (500cc), Pedro Tragter 
(250cc) and Davey Strijbos (125). 
The Belgian team, which finished a 
close second to the U.S. last year, will 
be made up of defending 500cc World 
Champion Georges Jobe (500cc), 
Marnicq Bervoets (250cc) and 
Stefan Everts (125). 


Camel Pro Series veteran Steve 
Morehead was a no-show at the 
Peoria TT. He opted to stay home after 
suffering a pinched nerve in his left 
shoulder and bruised ribs in a crash 
at the July 25 Oklahoma City Half 





Gardner takes British GP 


first 500cc Grand Prix of the season at 
Donington Park in England on August 2, 
only two days after announcing his retirement. 
The Australian held off defending World 
Champion Wayne Rainey after a thrilling race 
that at one time saw four riders in the lead group. 
In the end, it was Gardner beating Rainey by less 
than a second after the 30-lap race. Third place 
went to Juan Garriga on the Ducados Yamaha 
in what was the Spaniard’s best-ever 500cc result. 
Cagiva’s Eddie Lawson finished fourth with 
Australian Peter Goddard and his Valvoline 
Yamaha rounding out the top five finishers. 
French Canadian Miguel DuHamel was the only 
other North American finisher as he ended up 


R issa Honda’s Wayne Gardner won his 


seventh. 





Both Lucky Strike Suzuki riders, Kevin Schwantz and Doug Chandler, crashed 
on successive laps in oil left in a turn by John Kocinski’s blown Marlboro Yamaha; 
neither rider was hurt. Randy Mamola, meanwhile, crashed his Budweiser Yamaha 
in a separate incident, breaking a bone in the back of his right hand as well 


as a toe on his left foot. 


Australian Michael Doohan, absent from the British GP because of the leg 
he broke in the Dutch GP, still leads the championship over Rainey, 130-108, 
with two races remaining on the schedule. Schwantz remains third in the 
championship with 87 points while Chandler and Kocinski round out the top 


five with 72 and 67 points, respectively. 


Italian Pier-Francesco Chili rode his Aprilia to victory in the 250cc GP at 
Donington Park, but Rothmans Honda’s Luca Cadalora (right) wrapped up his 
second successive 250cc World Championship by finishing fourth. Unlimited Jeans 
Aprilia’s Loris Reggiani finished second with HB Honda’s Doriano Romboni 
third. Yamaha’s Jochen Schmid finished fifth behind Cadalora. 

Cadalora now leads Reggiani, 177-132, with two races remaining. Chili is third 


with 107 points. 


Italian Fausto Gresini scored his first 125cc GP win of the season on his Marlboro 
Team Pileri Honda, topping Unlimited Jeans Aprilia’s Alessandro Gramigni. 
Gresini’s Honda teammate Noburo Ueda finished third. Gramigni leads the 
championship. over Gresini, 110-108, with Ralf Waldmann, seventh in England, 


third with 106 points. 


Rolf Biland won the Sidecar GP by 20 seconds over Darren Dixon with Steve 
Webster third. Webster leads the championship over Biland, 92-83. 


Senate committee to vote on desert bill 


enator Alan Cranston (D-California) is making a last ditch effort to get his 
x personal plan for the future of the California desert passed into law, reports 
the AMA. 

Cranston’s plan, the California Desert Protection Act, would eliminate all forms 
of motorized access to some 7 million acres of public land in Southern California 
by designating that vast area as wilderness. That represents more than three times 
as much wilderness as a federal study said was warranted in the area. In addition, 
the Cranston bill would scrap years of research and compromise that went into 
the existing California desert plan, the federally approved blueprint for managing 
public land in the desert. 

Now in his final year in the U.S. Senate, Cranston has been promoting his 
desert protection bill for nearly a decade. But each time the bill has been considered, 
it has been shot down because it fails to provide adequate access to the desert’s 
public lands. 

Cranston’s latest offering, designated as Senate Bill 21, has been stalled in the 
Senate primarily due to opposition from the other member of California’s Senate 
delegation, John Seymour, who has gone on record against the bill on the basis 
that it “goes far beyond protecting the unique resources that categorize California’s 


arid lands.”’ 


“Public lands are exactly that — public,” 


Seymour said recently. “They are 


for the enjoyment of all Californians. Senator Cranston’s bill seems to ignore 


this fact.” 


Typically, the Senate will not approve a wilderness plan for a state unless both 
of the state’s senators have pledged their support to it. But Cranston has managed 
to arrange an August 5 vote despite opposition from Seymour. 

Off-road motorcyclists have been at the forefront of the movement to stop the 
California Desert Protection Act from the beginning. For years, motorcyclists and 
other groups interested in continued access to public lands have succeeded in 
blocking this restrictive measure. However, a vote this year could wipe out all 


those victories. 


The last-minute scheduling of the August 5 vote precluded notification of 
interested parties via publications such as Cycle News. We’ll report on the outcome 


of that important vote in-next week’s issue.

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Gardner announces retirement 


World Champion whose career has -been 

scarred, like his 32-year-old body, by a series 
of horrific crashes, announced at the British Grand 
Prix that he would retire from GP racing at the 
end of the year. 

The one-time Woolongong Wild One fought 
back tears behind mirrored sunglasses while 
making the announcement on Friday, July 31, of 
his race-winning weekend at Donington Park. 

“Its pretty hard,” Gardner said, choking back 
emotions long held in check. “In Japan (Suzuka 
in March) when I broke my leg, I said, ‘Hey, what 
am I doing here?’ I decided it was pointless to 
push on. I just asked myself if I was enjoying f 
it like I used to. The enjoyment was the basis — ccd 
of it all. 

“I felt I took too much punishment over the years and I can’t keep doing that 
because one of them’s going to hurt you and I don’t want to end up in a wheelchair,” 
Gardner, who’s campaigning an Erv Kanemoto Rothmans Honda this year, said. 
“When you're not enjoying it, you’re not concentrating and that’s when the serious 
accidents happen.” 

Gardner’s win this weekend gives him 18 500cc GP victories in his eight-year 
career. 

He had considered retirement in the past, one of the first times being in May 
of 1989 at the German Grand Prix at the Nurburgring when he broke several 
bones in his foot. Earlier in the year he’d broken his left leg at Laguna Seca, 
a circuit he was openly contemptuous of. He came back to finish 10th in the 
championship. 

His racing career began in his native Australia, moving to Great Britain in 
1981 to campaign a Moriwaki Kawasaki, the team that discovered him and the 
same team he rode for to a fourth place finish at Daytona in ’81. 

Racing mostly in England, he was Britain’s TT Formula One Champion in 
1983 and ’84 as well as the 1984 British 500cc Champion. He made a dramatic 
GP debut at Assen in 1983, accidentally hitting then World Champion Franco 
Uncini who was trying to get off the track after falling. Gardner’s Honda Britain 
RS500 hit Uncini in the head, effectively ending his career, though he would 
later race, unsuccessfully. : 

Gardner joined the GP circuit full time in 1984 riding for Honda Britain, joining 
the Rothmans team the following year and finishing fourth. He improved to 
second in 1986 winning his first GP at Jarama, Spain, and earned his only World 
Championship in 1987 riding a four-cylinder tuned by Jerry Burgess, the man 
behind Mick Doohan’s success this year. 

Gardner finished second to Lawson in 1988, then his propensity for crashing 
increased and his career was more notable for its broken bones than its finishes. 

Aside from the GPs, his greatest success came in the Suzuka 8-Hour, a race 
he won four times including this year and in 1991. 

Gardner said he wasn’t sure what the future held, though he had a number 
of options. “One of them was possibly having a team management role, possibly 
with Honda or whatever. There’s a possibility of racing cars. Touring cars interest 
me. I’ve watched German touring car races and have an invite from Mercedes 
to test their car in October.” He also said he was hopeful of testing a BMW 
M-3 at season’s end.

Kenny Roberts is one of the leading 
forces behind the series with Austral- 
ian promoter Bob Barnard working 
on it full-time. Roberts will certainly 
field a team in the series and may have 
more than oné. His son, Kenny 
Roberts Jr., was expected to race 
there until the recent deal with Ches- 
terfield was done. 


The chances of Rothmans Honda’s 
World Championship leader Mick 
Doohan returning in competitive 
form at the Brazilian GP on August 
23 appear increasingly doubtful. 
Complications following his crash in 
the Dutch TT at Assen at the end of 
June have kept him flat on his back 
at a clinic in Bologna. When the 


‘bandages were removed from his right 


calf two weeks after it was plated, it 
was discovered that the skin wasn’t 
healing properly. Doctors attempted to 
correct it with artificial skin, but that 
operation was unsuccessful and forced 
a more radical approach. The day he 
was supposed to start walking, June 
20, following the French GP, an 
operation was performed that fused his 
lower legs together so that the skin 
could naturally graft from the front of 
his left leg to the back of his right leg. 
Patches of skin were also cut from both 
upper thighs to be grafted. The eight- 
hour operation was attended to by 10 
physicians. He was, basically, immo- 
bilized for 15 days, his right leg in a 
cast up to his crotch, though he had 
daily treatments in a decompression 
chamber to speed the healing process 
and also did upper body work. The 
legs were to be cut apart on Tuesday, 
August 4, following the British GP, 
and only then could rehabilitation 
begin. Since he’s been mostly on his 
back for five weeks, the chances that 
he’ll be fit enough to race a 500, are 
slim, at best. “Right now we’re guess- 
ing how it’s going to be in Brazil,” 
Doohan said in a televised interview 
from his hospital bed in Bologna. “I 
haven't got a crystal ball. Hopefully, 
I can be strong for South Africa (the 
season’s final race on September 6).”’ 


With Rainey’s second place in Eng- 
land, Doohan needs a fifth and a fourth 


in the final two races if Rainey were 


to win both to take his first title, 
something crew chief Jerry Burgess 
believes is possible. “It’s 16 days of 
intense therapy,” Burgess noted. “The 
recovery will be slow the first two or 
three days. After that it should escalate. 
I reckon we can teach him to walk in 
16 days.” Burgess pointed out that the 
track in Brazil is mostly left-hand 
corners, which should save wear on his 
right leg, and that the injury was not 
joint-related. “It’s not like we have to 
find movement,” he said. 


Marlboro Roberts Yamaha’s World 
Champion Wayne Rainey 
announced at Donington that he’d re- 
signed with the Marlboro Roberts team 
for two more years. Whether the team 
would stay with Yamaha was the 
biggest question mark, though, with 
Roberts’ long ties to the factory, no 
one believed Roberts would bolt to a 
rival factory, though he hinted at that 
during the weekend. “I need certain 
commitments made for this team to 
make Marlboro happy and make the 
riders happy. If I get that they can do 
what they want. We have to make 
commitments earlier which we have 


not done and that’s why there’s been - 
‘so much speculation on where 


Wayne’s going to go simply because 
Yamaha’s not used to making a 
commitment to any rider at all. 
Marlboro pays me, not Yamaha, and 
I have to make commitments to this 
company.” But the deal was done with 
the team staying on Yamahas, though 
Rainey said they came close to bolting. 
“Cagiva needed an answer yesterday 
and I couldn’t stall them any more. 
I more or less told Kenny that if the 
circumstances were as we discussed 
(giving greater support for their team), 
we'll stay there. They said no and I 
was out of a ride. Kenny went back 
to Yamaha and they agreed. It all 
happened within an hour (on Saturday 
evening). That’s how close it was.”

The Royal Spanish Federation of 
Motorcycling announced a $1 mil- 
lion, 10-round road race series to be 
run in Spain in 1993. And what makes 
this series different from most is that 
it allows riders from around the world 
to compete against the best from Spain, 
making it a training ground for up- 
and-coming riders hoping to make it 
into the World Championships. Pro- 
moted by Ducados, the Spanish 
cigarette company, and R.P.M. 
Exclusivas, a promotional company, 
the series consists of three production- 
based classes: 125cc, 250cc, and 600cc 
Supersport. Hondas, Yamahas, and 
Aprilias will be allowed in the 250cc 
class, Honda and Aprilia will make up 
the 125s, and the 600 Supersport class 
will be run according to FIM regula- 
tions. Seven of the 10 races will be 
televised on TVE-2, Spain’s leading 
sports channel, and the series will run 
on the five FIM-homologated tracks in 
Spain: Jerez, Catalunya, Jarama, 
Albacete, and Calafat. The races will 
be scheduled so as not to conflict with 
the current World Championship and 
will see established Spaniards such as 
Juan Garriga, Carlos Cardus, 
Alberto Puig, and Jorge Martinez 
competing against the best of the rest. 


lanes to motorcycles 


wo more states — Pennsylvania and Texas — have recognized the role that 
T motorcycles play in reducing traffic congestion by opening up High Occupancy 
Vehicle (HOV) lanes to motorcycle riders, reports the AMA. 

HOV lanes, also known as commuter lanes, are set aside on crowded expressways 
for use by vehicles that utilize space more efficiently, like buses and cars carrying 
several passengers. A federal law passed in 1982 noted that motorcycles meet the 
same space-efficiency criteria and should be granted access to HOV lanes. But 
officials in Pennsylvania, Texas and Virginia have taken advantage of a legal 
loophole to ban motorcycles from their HOV lanes in large cities. 

The policy change in Pennsylvania and Texas is a direct result of an amendment 
passed as part of last year’s federal highway funding bill. Under the terms of 
the current law, states that use federal funding for their HOV lanes are required 
to open them to motorcycles or certify to federal officials that two-wheelers would 
create a specific safety hazard in those lanes. 

The new ruling in Pennsylvania grants motorcycles access to the state’s only 
designated HOV lane system on I-279 near Pittsburg. In Texas, motorcyclists are 
now entitled to use the state’s designated HOV lanes throughout Dallas and 
Houston. 

There is one more hurdle to clear in Texas, however. Over the next six months, 
officials plan to study the situation and determine whether motorcycle use of 
these lanes has created any safety problems. Other states, most notably California 
and Washington, have found no safety hazards related to motorcycle travel on 
HOV lanes. 

The opening of HOV lanes in Pennsylvania and Texas leaves only one state, 
Virginia, which officially prohibits motorcycles from most of its HOV lanes on 
I-395 and I-66. However, since Virginia transportation officials were granted federal 
highway money late last year, they have been required by the Federal Highwa 
Administration to open up seven miles of HOV lanes on I-95 leading into the 
Washington, D.C., area. | 

The AMA will continue its lobbying efforts to open all HOV lanes in Virginia 
to motorcycle riders.

If anyone reporting on a Super- 
twins race had looked at the former 
GP2 class machines in that race, they 
might have noticed the close racing 
that the class was known for.

Fd like to offer some new informa- 
tion about the details reported in Donn 
Maeda’s Mammoth Mountain Moto- 
cross story and then later in the Voices 
column about Tom Webb’s ride in the 
Open Junior class at Mammoth. The 
Wolfman comes across sounding like 
a bad guy and a cherry picker, and 
that’s not the way it was. 

Mammoth was the first MX that 
Tom has ridden since Mammoth 1991. 
He mailed in entries for the Vet, 250 
and 500cc Intermediate classes. 

Tom, who’s 38, felt that he rode the 
race of his life on Vet day to get eighth 
place. Riders who beat him in that 
class told him that they were racing 
500cc Junior the next day, and that he 


was crazy to ride Intermediate and be 
in the way of the faster riders. 

As that was happening, two other 
things took place: KTM’s Scot Harden 
came through the pits searching for 
an Intermediate entry, and Karel 
Kramer realized he still hadn’t located 
a bike for his entry in the 500cc Junior 
class. So, Tom passed his Intermediate 
class entry on to Scot, and Karel gave 
his Junior entry to Tom. Scotand Tom 
went through the proper channels at 
the track to change names on the 
entries. s. 

When Tom changed classes, he 
wasn’t trying to ensure a trophy or steal 
any glory from the 500cc Juniors. He 
fully expected that the riders in the 
500cc Junior class would be faster than 
the Vet Intermediates. (Last year, he 
didn’t even qualify for the 500cc Junior 
final!) 

As Donn reported, Tom won this 
year’s event easily. After the final, Tom 
realized that the class change had been 
a mistake. At that point, he disqual- 
ified himself. The aim was never to 
cheat another rider out of riding the 
main or to hunt down one more 
trophy. His mistake was one of circum- 
stance and lack of motocross confi- 
dence (with no recent experience to 
gauge against), not an intentional theft 
of Junior class glory from other riders. 
Despite appearances, Tom’s intentions 
were honorable.

Rainey felt the factory was spending 
too much time on fattening the 500cc 
field, building production engines, 
and not enough on their works 
machinery. “I don’t want to see the 
sport die and our team suffer. If you 
look at Cagiva and Honda they’re 
serious about their 500 effort. I’m 
serious about my championship and 
I need that effort. Cagiva made a big 
run at it. Eddie’s gone and they needed 
somebody.” 


Yamaha was reportedly developing a 
fuel-injected GP road race motor for 
next year, but had to suspend work to 
react to the Honda “droner” motor by 
building one of their own. 


Who will team with Wayne Rainey 
in 1993 is a source of constant spec- 
ulation. The most likely tider is Lucky 
Strike Suzuki’s Doug Chandler in a 
swap with Rainey’s current teammate 
John Kocinski. Rainey said it doesn’t 
matter who it is, but added, “‘the 
problem with John is that he doesn’t 
help me develop the bike.” 


Pentax Honda’s Darryl Beattie has 
signed with Rothmans Honda to 
contest the 1993 500cc World Cham- 
pionship. The 2l-year-old, who's 
currently contesting the 500cc Japa- 
nese championship, will team with 
Mick Doohan on the factory squad. 
Though Doohan hasn’t signed a 
contract yet, crew chief Jerry Bur- 
gess is certain he will. 


Beattie’s signing was a blow to Roth- 
mans Honda’s two-time 250cc World 
Champion Luca Cadalora. The 28- 
year-old Italian, who gave the Roth- 
mans team their second 250cc ttle in 
a row with a fourth place finish in the 
British Grand Prix, questioned Hon- 
da’s allegiances in the Italian press by 
asking why Beattie, who has never won 
a title for them, should get preferential 
treatment over someone who’s given 
them two titles. Cadalora has said that 
he wants to remain with team owner 
and crew chief Erv Kanemoto, but 
privately says he doesn’t want to ride 
under Rothmans colors next year. The 
situation was to be resolved at a 
meeting following the British GP. 


The alphabet soup of GP racing 
increased with the formation of the 
GPMA, the Grand Prix Manufac- 
turers Association, a group made 
up of Honda, Yamaha, Suzuki, and 
Cagiva. In a prepared statement, the 
group said they joined forces “to assure 
a steady contribution to the develop- 
ment of Grand Prix racing,” and 
“through their joint effort to play an 
even more active role. in such devel- 
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opment.” What the group effectively 
does, is emasculate the MFJ, the 
Japanese federation, who had pre- 
viously been the unified mouthpiece 
for the factories. 


Road racer Colin Edwards Jr., who 
clinched the AMA 250cc Grand Prix 
Championship with his victory at 
Mid-Ohio on August 2, left for Japan 
on Monday, August 3. The 18-year-old 
went to Japan with his father Colin 
Edwards Sr. and Yamaha Motor 
U.S.A.’s Tom Halverson where he 
will race a 1993 Yamaha TZ250 in a 
Japanese International race at Fuji. 
Edwards also underwent wrist surgery 
two weeks ago to repair a broken bone 
he’d suffered in a craSh at Texas World 
Speedway in June. The operation was 
performed by San Francisco 49er 
surgeon Dr. Arthur Ting. 


The Kawasaki team of Scott Russell 
and Thomas Stevens finished 10th 
in the Suzuka 8-Hour in Japan. The 
pair lost a few laps when Stevens 
crashed the bike, but the result was 
Russell’s first finish at the event in 
three years of trying. 


Road racers Rick Kirk and Randy 
Renfrow teamed up to ride a Sankyu- 
backed Honda RC30 in the Suzuka 8- 
Hour. The pair finished 28th after 
losing eight laps in the pits. 


Three-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Jay Springsteen has been on 
a roll lately. After suffering a lackluster 
season in 1991, many felt that the 
former champ had lost the edge that 
carried him to 40 career- National wins. 
This year, though, the 35-year-old has 
erased those doubts. Springsteen has 
qualified for all but two Nationals, 
turned in eight top-10 finishes, qual- 


_ ified for four Camel Challenges, and 


has finished ahead of his younger 
Bartels’ teammate, 20-year-old Mike 
Hale, in 8 of the 12 Camel Pro Series 
races run thus far. “Not bad for an old 
man, huh?” quipped Springsteen after 
finishing seventh at Peoria. 


And speaking of Mike Hale, the 1990 
Camel Pro Rookie of the Year ended 
his season-long string of bad luck by 
finishing third at Peoria to stand in 
the winner’s circle for the first time 
this year. Oddly enough, not only did 
Hale’s standout performance come at 
what many consider the toughest race 
of the year, but the Texan competed 
with a freshly broken left wrist. “If 
anything, I think it motivated me,” 
said Hale, who suffered the break one 
week earlier at Oklahoma City. “Tve 
been looking forward to Peoria all year 
long, and when I got hurt a week before 
the TT I got really fed up with all 
the stinking luck we’ve had all year.” 


As the only TT race in the entire Camel 
Pro Series schedule, the Peoria TT 
strikes fear into the hearts of many 
of the series regulars. “I’ve been 
dreaming about that jump all week 
long,” said Will Davis, winner of the 
previous two Nationals. “I got hurt 
pretty bad over it a couple of years ago. 
I just want to get this race over with 
and head for the mile tracks.” Davis 
gritted his teeth and ran midpack in 
the main before dropping out with a 
mechanical failure. 


Another rider who wasn’t looking 
forward to the Peoria TT jump was 
Davey Durelle. “It seems like every 
time I come here, I leave in the 
ambulance,” said Durelle before the 
race. Members of Durelle’s pit crew 
wore T-shirts with “Peoria” written in 
large block letters and a cartoon 
rendering of .Durelle doing a “flying 
W”. Through the entire design was a 
large red X. Durelle rode cautiously 
to a 14th-place finish. 


Spectators at the Peoria TT may have 
been confused by the riding gear 
worn by the competitors. Some riders 
donned their usual leather suits and 
street-style helmets, while others wore 
motocross gear and off-road style 
helmets. A few riders even mixed and 
matched styles. Among the flashiest 
dressers were top five finishers Chris 
Carr, Ricky Graham, Mike Hale, 
Larry Pegram and Ronnie Jones. 
“This is our only chance of the year 
to get loose and look stylish,” said 
Graham of the flourescent purple, 
pink, blue and orange outfits that they 
wore. 


Team Harley-Davidson’s Kevin 
Atherton opted to spectate, rather 
that compete at the Peoria TT. Ather- 
ton competed at the two previous 
Nationals. with a special brace, but 
“didn’t want to take any chances over 
that jump.” 


Despite missing the Peoria TT due to 
a knee injury, four-time Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker is 
optimistic about the rest of the season 
and his championship hopes. “I 
couldn’t even stand on it before 
Peoria,” said Parker. “It happened, 
and it couldn’t have been prevented. 
I think I can still win this champion- 
ship, and I’m setting out to win every 
race from here on out. I have three 
weeks to heal before Indy, so I’m not 
worried.” When asked how he felt 
about sitting at home while Chris 
won Peoria, Parker replied, “I 
think he eased up a little bit. It relaxed 
him but all it did was piss me off. I’m 
going to come back with a vengeance 
and this is no time for him to relax.” 


In a meeting held at Donington Park 
during the British GP meet, the FIM, 
TWP and IRTA agreed to pay the 
Sidecar GP competitors $600,000 
(equally divided among the three 
parties) for the 1992 season. The 1993 
and 1994 seasons will see the Sidecar 
class receive the same amount with the 
FIM paying $200,000 and TWP paying 
$400,000. In 1993 and ’94, the Sidecar 
class will race in four GPs in Europe 
and one GP outside of Europe. Sidecar 
GP races will also be held at World 
Championship Superbike and/or 
Endurance Series rounds.

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Polen wins, title chase 
tightens in Mid-Ohio

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG 2 
ith four laps remaining at the Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course, Scott 
Russell looked to have his first 
AMA Superbike National Champion- 
ship in his back pocket, but then his 
Muzzy Kawasaki suddenly spluttered to 
a stop, handing the race win to Fast By 
Ferracci’s Doug Polen and giving new 
championship hope to a host of riders. 
But the day that saw a record motor- 
cycle crowd estimated at between 37- 
38,000 spectators was marred by the 
horrific accident that left Vance & Hines 
Yamaha’s Larry Schwarzbach in critical 
condition with massive head injuries. 
The 27-year-old from Houston, Texas, 
was dicing with Two Brothers Racing’s 
Steve Crevier for seventh place when he 
crashed in the high-speed left-hander 
that leads on to the front straight. 
Crevier had no where to go and 
Schwarzbach was struck by the fallen 





Canadian’s motorcycle; Crevier was 
lucky to walk away with only a sore 
neck while Schwarzbach was transport- 
ed via helicopter to a Cleveland hospi- 
tal. 

The accident, which occurred on the 
10th lap, brought out the red-flag, stop- 
ping the race which was restarted some 
30 minutes later. 

Russell was masterful on this day. 
The pole-sitter led every lap but the first 
of the opening portion of the race, and 
then came back to lead 12 of the final 16 
laps in the re-started race. On the 13th 
lap, though, the battery on Russell’s 
Kawasaki went dead and he sputtered 
to a stop, his dreams of a championship 
put on a hold that he hopes is only tem- 
porary. The Georgian’s lead was cut 
from a whopping 17 points going into 
Mid-Ohio to only four points, and the 
title will now be decided at the final 










round of the series on October 11 at 
Texas World Speedway in College 
Station, Texas. 

Polen, who was making a run at 
catching Russell when the Georgian’s 
bike failed, was there to pick up the vic- 
tory, becoming the first rider to win 
three Superbike Nationals in 1992. The 
Texan pocketed $6900 of the $37,500 
superbike purse for his efforts, and his 
win, combined with Russell’s misfor- 
tune, also kept the World Superbike 
Champion mathematically alive in the 
championship points chase. Barely alive, 
though, with Polen a full 19 points 
behind. 

The man who was given new life, 
though, was. Vance & Hines Yamaha’s 
Jamie James. The likeable Louisianan 
was watching his championship hopes 
dwindle as he circulated in fifth place 
while Russell led, but then found him- 
self in fourth place and only four points 
behind with one round remaining. He 
now trails Russell, 102-98. 

Second place at the 2.4-mile Mid- 
Ohio Sports Car Course went to defend- 
ing AMA Superbike National Champion 
Thomas Stevens. The Muzzy Kawasaki 
rider stayed steady throughout the race 
and ended up finishing 14.006 seconds 
behind Polen; the Floridian didn’t know 
he’d finished second until he was told 
just prior to entering the winner’s circle. 
His championship hopes were also 
rekindled as he now trails his teammate 
Russell by 15 points. 

Camel Honda’s Tom Kipp had his 
best superbike outing of the season as 
he matched his career best with a third 
place finish at his home race track. Kipp, 





like Stevens, watched as the others fell 
by the wayside and he was rewarded 
for his steady ride with his second suc- 
cessive trip to the Mid-Ohio winner's 
circle. He also vaulted himself to sixth in 
the championship, taking that position 
from Two Brothers Racing’s Freddie 
Spencer, who crashed out of the race 
while running second. | 

James was fourth, the red-flag stop- 
page of the race actually helping him 
after he was accessed a stop-and-go 
penalty in the opening portion when he 
jumped the start. James was 10th when 
the race was stopped, and he used the 
restart to jump start his championship 
chances. , 

Team Mirage’s Dale Quarterley 
crashed in the first part of the race, 
remounted and was running 12th when 
the red flag came out, and carried on to 
finish fifth when all was said and done. 
Bruce Labelle-backed Scott Gray had his 
best outing of the season with a sixth 
place finish, while Fast By Ferracci’s 
Pascal Picotte remounted from a crash 
while running third to eventually finish 
seventh. Brutane Racing Service’s 
Michael Taylor, Gold Hill Racing’s 
Christian Gardner and Yamaha 
Canada’s Linnley Clarke rounded out 
the top 10 finishers. 

Notables missing from the race were 
the entire Yoshimura Suzuki team of 
Dave Sadowski and Britt Turkington. 
Sadowski crashed the team’s GSXR600 
on a damp track on Friday and broke his 
collarbone, while Turkington sat out the 
race as he continues to heal from the col- 
larbone and shoulder injuries he’s sus- 
tained this season. Also missing was 
Camel Honda’s Mike Smith, the 
Georgian electing not to race despite 


qualifying 11th in his comeback ride 


from the broken leg he suffered at 
Loudon on June 23. Smith and his team 
owner Martin Adams felt the rider had 
nothing to gain by risking further injury, 
and the two decided that he should sit 
this one out. 

The race in central Ohio began under 
sunny skies with much anticipation 
after a very competitive qualifying that 
saw five riders under the lap record set 
here last year by James. Randy Renfrow 
was out of the race before it even started 
as he pushed the sick McMurter Honda 
up pit lane following the warm-up lap. 
Jimmy Adamo was also out, his Ducati’s 
battery terminal coming loose. 

It was James getting the best launch 
off the line to easily lead the pack into 


turn one as the 25-lap National got’ 


underway. The launch, though, was a 
little too good and James was given the 
“meatball” flag when the pack came 
through for the first time, indicating that 
the Yamaha rider would have to enter 
the pits for a stop-and-go penalty. 

“I got such a jump on ‘em I guess it 
looked bad,” James said later. “I looked 
at my back wheel and it wasn’t over the 
line - but it looked bad.” 

James, who at least acted like he 
didn’t know he was supposed to pit 
immediately, finally came in as the pack 
completed lap three. At that point, 
Russell already had a gap between him- 
self and Two Brothers Racing’s Freddie 
Spencer as the Louisianan fought des- 
perately to keep the faster Kawasaki in 
sight. Picotte was hot on Spencer’s heels 
with Stevens and Polen in tow, then a 
slight gap to Kipp with Quarterley and 
Taylor giving chase. 

Russell’s race was one of perfection. 
He consistently stayed in the one- 
minute, 30-second range, even dipping 
into the 29s on the seventh lap, and he 
looked to be in complete control of both 
the race and the championship. He’d 
seen James, his only legitimate champi- 
onship rival, receive the penalty. 

“I saw that and thought, “Well, it’s 
over now,” Russell said later. 


j 








Spencer, too, seemed secure. His 
margin over third place growing by the 
lap. 
P irst that spot was held by Picotte, 
but Polen was marching through and he 
took over third on the sixth lap, the 
same lap that saw Quarterley crash. 

“The front started plowing in one of 
the pavement cracks and I couldn’t keep 
it off,” Quarterley explained later. “It 
finally fell down. It was my fault, I was 
just riding it too hard. I just can’t seem 
to get off the final corner before the back 
straight.” 

Picotte, meanwhile, was now alone 
in fourth place, holding a slight gap to 
the battle for fifth between Stevens and 
Kipp. Crevier, Schwarzbach and Taylor 
were keeping close company in their 
race for seventh. 

After Russell crossed the finish line 
to put 10 laps in the books, the race was 
stopped as the Schwarzbach/Crevier 
incident unraveled on the approach to 
the front straightaway. 

The bikes were brought on pit lane, 
and the majority of the top Dunlop-tire 
using teams changed at least rear tires, 
with Spencer fitting both a new front 
and rear Michelin to his Honda RC30. 

“I was getting him (Russell) in the

Russell was confident: “It’s just 
another Loudon (a race held earlier in 
the year in two parts with Russell win- 
ning both),” he said. “No problem - at 
least I hope there’s no problem.” 

The restart saw Russell and Spencer 
leading into turn one and they finished 
the opening lap of what would now bea 
16-lap sprint to the finish in that order. 
James was third with Kipp fourth, fol- 
lowed by Stevens, Polen, Picotte and 
Quarterley. 

Russell clicked off a 1:30.46 on the 
second lap to open a gap over Spencer, 
but the Honda rider wasn’t giving up 
and a lap later he was back on the 
Kawasaki. On the fourth lap, though, 
Spencer lost the front in the Keyhole, 
crashing out of the race without injury. 

That gave Russell breathing room 
over Polen, who again was charging 
from a poor start. Polen had his head 
down and was inching toward the 
Kawasaki, the Ducati handling better 
after a front fork adjustment and being 
fitted with a harder-compound rear 
tire. 

“| figured I'd catch up and be there,” 
Polen said later. “Whether I could get 


back, but, boy, out here...” Spencer said.

As they crossed the 
stripe for the 13th time, Russell was in 
second place, his Kawasaki slowing 
drastically. 

“I saw him and thought, ‘I can’t 
believe this is happening. This is what has 
to happen for me to have a chance with 
the championship,” Polen said later. 

Russell, naturally, was disappointed: 
“The battery went dead,” he said. “I was 
having no problems. If Polen would 
have come up | was ready. He got lucky 
today.” 

With Russell’s quick exit, Stevens 
found himself in second place, though 
he didn’t know it, with Kipp third and 
James a lonely fourth. The only real race 
left on the track was between Quarterley 
and Gray for fifth, with that struggle 
eventually going to Quarterley. 

Picotte, who had been third early in 
the race, crashed on the 11th lap in the 
Keyhole, but remounted to finish sev- 
enth. 

“He just ran ‘er off in there and lost 
the front,” Stevens explained. “It was 
like slow motion. Hey, I'll take it any 
way I can get it. I used a softer tire for 
the second race. It wasn’t good enough 
to win - everybody was losing the 
front.” 

James, who was fourth, couldn’t 
believe his luck: “I just couldn’t hang 
today,” he said. “I could get in deeper, 
but I just. couldn't get out of the corners. 
I lost the front one time and actually 
counted to seven before it came back. I 
knew if I kept pushing I’d crash. I saw 
Scott (Russell) drop out and I said, ‘Hey, 
settle down and take what you've got. I 
ended up running a softer tire than 
those guys. I wanted to switch at the 
restart - but we just didn’t do it. I’m four 
points behind going into Texas - I'll go 
to Texas and go for it.”

Kipp and his Camel team had totally 
changed the ergonomics of his Honda 
RC30, moving the handlebars forward, 
the footpegs down and the seat back 
and lower. Apparently it worked: “We 
made some drastic rider position 
changes and it felt real good out there,” 
Kipp said. “We just changed to a new 
tire and added fuel at the break. The 
bike feels more like my old Yamaha 
now. Before I was sitting up so high I 
felt like I was going over the bars on the 
brakes. I really like it now - I wish we’d 
done it earlier.” CN

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 2 
hen Colin Edwards competes in his 
first international road race next 
week in Fuji, Japan, he won’t be rac- 
ing as just another young American road 
race phenom. Instead, he’ll be competing 
as the 1992 AMA 250cc National 
Champion, thanks to a runaway effort at 
the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course that put 
an exclamation mark on his scintillating 
rookie season of professional road racing. 
Less than a year after racing in his 
first AMA 250cc Grand Prix race at 
Miami, Edwards wrapped up his first 
championship as a professional and he 
did it in style. The 18-year-old Texan led 
from start to finish in the first portion of 
the red-flag interrupted race, said he’d 


gotten lucky with a good start and a 
break from the pack, and then went out 
and did the exact same thing in the sec- 
ond part of the race. He was never head- 
ed, and he won the championship like a 
true champion. 

“It’s been a long year,” said Edwards, 
who earned the $3265 winner’s share of 
the $17,000 250cc purse. “I was hoping 
we could clinch it here. I’m so happy, 
you can’t imagine.” 

The only man with a realistic chance 
of beating Edwards for the title with one 
race remaining in Texas on October 11 
was Two Brothers Racing’s Rick Kirk. 
The Oklahoman, who trailed Edwards by 
eight points going into the Mid-Ohio 





round, crashed out of the race on the 
ninth lap, bringing out the red flag and 
stopping the race. Kirk was fortunate to 
escape injury as he slammed into a tire- 
protected wall, but his title hopes were 
dashed. 

At that point, all that needed to hap- 
pen for Edwards to be crowned was for 
somebody to beat Team Rainey Otsuka 
Racing’s Kenny Roberts Jr. in the restart- 
ed race. Edwards left that to his 
Southwest Motorsports teammate Chris 
D’Aluisio, who held Roberts off in their 
close battle for second place, thus wrap- 
ping up the championship for his friend 
and teammate. Edwards now leads 


Roberts by 20 points with one race 
remaining, and although a DNF by 


Edwards combined with a win by 
Roberts in Texas would leave them tied, 
Edwards would win because of a tie- 
breaker based on race wins. 

Fourth place at Mid-Ohio went to Del 
Amo’s Robbie Petersen, the Zimbabwean 
who now calls Modesto, California, 
home riding his Yamaha TZ250 to a lone- 
ly fourth after pulling clear from fifth- 
re finisher ARTA Filice.

to the race, Filice’s wife Jamie went into 
premature labor with the couple’s second 
child. Filice spent the night at a 
Columbus hospital, hastily made it to the 
race track just prior to the start of the 
race, yet still managed to finish fifth, 
though his heart could hardly have been 
in it. Filice’s Honda, which had been 
freshened up on Saturday night, was bro- 
ken in during Sunday morning’s practice 
session by Camel Honda’s Mike Smith - 
the superbike racer’s first such outing on 
a 250. 

Hall ‘N Still’s Bruce Baldus, Moto 
Liberty teammates Danny Walker and 
Doug Carmichael, Phil Flack Racing’s 
William Himmelsbach and N2 Racing's 
Jim Sabin rounded out the top 10 finish- 
ers on a clear and sunny day in Ohio. 
With the exception of Filice, the top 20 
finishers were mounted on Yamaha 
TZ250s. 

The race began with the always-fast- 
starting Edwards nailing the holeshot. 
By the end of the first lap he had already 
put a gap between himself and Filice,

“He left big black marks with the 
front wheel,” D’Aluisio said of 
Cornwell’s get-off. “That was right in 
front of me.” 

Again, D’Aluisio struggled back from 
a poor start. 

“It’s the way we have the bike jetted 
for how | like it,” D’Aluisio explained. “I 
guess we have to practice some starts - 
which we never do.” 

But with Cornwell’s demise, the New 
Englander found himself in second, 
although he had his hands full with 
Roberts, Petersen and Filice. In the clos- 
ing stages of the race, D’Aluisio and 
Roberts were able to pull clear of 
Petersen, who did likewise to Filice, and 
it came down to the final sprint to the 
flag. D’Aluisio held off Roberts, and the 
championship belonged to Edwards. 

“Colin rode really well,” said Roberts, 
gracious in defeat and in considerable 
pain because of his recently broken collar- 
bone. “He just took off. I got the holeshot, 
but he got by me and just took off. It’s 
(the collarbone) just so weak. This is the 
first race back and it just wasn’t enough. 
It’s hard to ride 100 percent like this.” 

“I still can’t believe it,” Edwards said. 
“It'll probably settle in tomorrow. It went 
so smooth - it was a weird feeling 
because everything felt so right. 
Everything was going too well, I just 
kept expecting it to lock up or something. 
I feel bad for (Rick) Kirk. Everything hap- 
pened at once and it all slipped away 
from him.” cN

Schwarzbach won the first 600cc 

Supersport race of his young career 
at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course, 
stopping a Honda CBR600 win streak 
that dated back to September 16, 1990, 
when Dave Sadowski rode a Yamaha to 
victory at Willow Springs International 
Raceway in the final race of his champi- 
onship-winning season. Honda, though, 
pocketed a second straight 600cc class 
championship when Camel Honda’s 
Tom Kipp clinched the title with his 
third-place finish. 

Sadly, Schwarzbach later suffered 
serious head injuries in a horrific crash 
during the Superbike National, only 
hours after his Supersport victory. On 
Monday, August 3, the 27-year-old was 
listed in critical condition. 

The Texan led the entire distance, 
though, in what was a thrilling 14-lap 
battle between four riders. In the end, 
Schwarzbach had averaged 88.850 mph 
in edging Two Brothers Racing-backed 
Randy Renfrow by a scant 0.145-of-a- 
second. 

With Kipp finishing a close third, 
‘Two Brothers Racing’s Rick Kirk ended 
up fourth after also being in the heated 
battle for the lead throughout the race. 
Fifth place went to Kirk’s teammate

Gerald Rothman Jr., Glenn Szarek, 
Yoshimura Suzuki replacement rider 
Tommy Lynch, Hall ‘N Still’s Thomas 
Wilson and ProCycle’s Don Munroe 
rounded out the top 10 finishers. 

By the time the pack reached turn 
seven at the end of the long backstraight 
for the first time, Schwarzbach had 
established himself as the leader, fol- 
lowed closely by Kirk, Kipp, Renfrow, 
and Rothman. 

With a lap in the books, the top five 
of Schwarzbach, Kirk, Kipp, Renfrow 
and Rothman had pulled clear, with 
Crevier working his way up from a 
bad start to sneak past Brett 
Harrelson. 

The five-way battle would eventually 
shrink to four riders, as Rothman lost 
touch and was eventually displaced to 
sixth by Crevier, who crashed here last 
year while disputing the lead with 
Miguel DuHamel. 

The order changed repeatedly, 
although Schwarzbach did all the lead- 
ing. There were times when three riders 
would attempt to enter turn seven 
together with a wide variety of racing 
lines being used to gain advantages. On 
the 10th of the 14 laps, it appeared the 
Schwarzbach was getting away as he 
opened up the biggest lead of the race - 
maybe five or six bike lengths. But that

gap was gone a lap later with Renfrow 
the man on a mission. 

Kipp managed to squeeze under Kirk 
at the end of the backstraight on the final 
lap, while Renfrow nudged a lapped 
rider out of the way as he gave a valiant 
effort at getting Schwarzbach. The Texan, 
though, was protective of the racing line 
and there was no way Renfrow could get 
by before the checkered flag. 

”I was pushing him,” Renfrow said. 
“Larry rode a good race and protected 
the inside. He did a great job and did 
everything right on the last lap.” 

Kipp, despite being champion would 
have liked to have won on his home 
race track: “I didn’t get off to quite the 
start I wanted to,” he said. “I felt I could 
get away if I got out and did the times I 
did in practice, but Larry’s Yamaha was 
running real strong today.” 

“Il was able to stay in front,” 
Schwarzbach told the large crowd from 
the winner’s circle. “I was using differ- 
ent lines to cover the inside. If they were 
going to pass me, it was going to be on 
the outside. This is my favorite track, by 
the way.” €N

Russell takes 
750cc title

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 1 
uzzy Kawasaki’s Scott Russell has 
been accused by some of maybe 
playing around just a bit too 
much in the 750cc Supersport class. 
Not today. Russell took his frustrations 


of late out on the entire field as he 
thoroughly dominated from start to 
finish, earning his third straight 750cc 
Supersport Championship in the 
process. 

Russell averaged 90.688 mph in 
winning the 14-lap race in 22 minutes, 
13.807 seconds. 

The Georgian topped Class Racing's 
Fritz Kling by 15.3 seconds after 14 
laps, with his Muzzy teammate Tripp 
Nobles finishing third. New Zealander 
Andrew Stroud finished fourth, just 
ahead of Class Racing’s Jason 
Pridmore. 

Russell’s win, combined with 
Pridmore’s fifth-place finish, earned 
him the championship with one round 
remaining in the series. Russell has 114 
points to Pridmore’s 94. A win in the 
next round at Texas World Speedway 
by Pridmore combined with a non-fin- 
ish by Russell could see the two end up 
in a tie - but Russell would win the tie- 
breaker based on_race victories. Kling 
is third in the championship point 
standings with 82 points, four clear of 
Gerald Rothman Jr, who finished 
eighth today. 

Titian Bue finished third on the race 
track, but he was later disqualified 
when AMA technical inspectors found 
that the charging system on his 
Kawasaki was inoperable - a rule viola- 
tion. That moved everyone from third 
on back up a spot in the official results. 

From the drop of the green flag to 
the waving of the checkered, Russell 
was untouchable. He led the field 
going into turn one and was never 
headed, even going as far as giving his 
competition, or lack thereof, a wave. 

“I finally got a good start,” Russell 
said later. “That’s it. It’s over. Three 
straight (championships). I'l take it. 
Fortunately, Jason (Pridmore) finished 
back where I needed him to finish. 
Everything went as planned. | was just 
clicking today.” 

The race for second place was much 
closer. Originally it was Stroud hold- 
ing down that spot. On the fifth lap, 
though, Kling moved into second and 
he was able to pull clear from the pack 
behind him. Stroud then fell under 
attack from Bue, who squeezed by on 
the seventh lap, bringing Nobles along 
with him. Nobles, back from a broken 
leg suffered earlier in the year, wasn’t 
giving up and he stayed with Bue to 
the final lap, when the Norwalk, 
Connecticut, rider was able to pull 
clear for third place. Though, it would 
all be for nothing when the disqualifi- 
cation was handed down. 

“I couldn’t see him after the first 
lap,” Kling said of the flying Russell. “I 
rode my hardest and stayed up there. I 
learned where not to slow down and 
where to pass people. Fm sorry to a 
few riders out there - they know who 
they are.” €N

Picotte wins 
Supertwins 
title at 
Mid-Ohio

rench Canadian Pascal Picotte may 

just be the best at doing wheelies in 

AMA road racing. And he should be. 
After all, Picotte has had ample time to 
practice riding on the rear wheel of his 
Ducati as he motors away from shallow 
fields of two-cylinder race bikes. 

Picotte dominated the SuperTwins 
event at the Mid-Ohio Sports Car 
Course in the most lopsided race of the 
weekend, riding the Fast by Ferracci 
Ducati 851 to a 52-second margin of vic- 
tory over GiaCaMoto Ducati rider, and 
former Twins champ, Jimmy Adamo. 
Stephen Mathews of Atlanta, Georgia, 
finished a distant third on another Fast 
by Ferracci Ducati. The win seals the 
SuperTwins championship for Picotte 
and he becomes the first foreign rider to 
win the Twins title since the inception of 
the series in 1982. Picotte has won seven 
SuperTwins races in 1992. 

Adamo had hoped to give Picotte a 
rare challenge at Mid-Ohio. 
Unfortunately for Adamo, the header on 
his Ducati broke in the early stages of 
the race causing the bike to lose power. 

On the first lap, Picotte zipped off to 
a 3.3-second lead over the three-bike 
battle for second between Mathews, 
Adamo and Robert Meister. 

Picotte turned laps in the one- 
minute, 33-second range and pulled out 
a 17-second lead by the mid-way flag. 
Even with the problems he was having 
with his bike, Adamo was still able to 
pull clear of Mathews. Meister had 
problems with his Ducati at the 
Keyhole, a right-hand turn, and 
dropped out of contention. 

The only tight race was the one 
between Greg Kopp, David Kieffer and 
Ron McGill in a battle for fourth. 
Veteran Kieffer got the advantage at the 
finish. 

In the latter stages of the race, 
Adamo gave up his chase. “I kept the 
gap down for awhile, but with the prob- 
lems I was having there was no reason 
to push it,” said Adamo. 

Picotte wheelied home to the check- 
ered flag and the championship. “I want 
to thank the Fast by Ferracci team for 
giving me the chance to win this cham- 
pionship,” Picotte said in his heavy 
French accent on the winner’s podium. 

According to Adamo (the first cham- 
pion of the series) Picotte will probably 
be the last ever SuperT wins champion. 
“There’s no question the series won’t be 
around next year,” said Adamo. “I think 
losing the Harleys, Hondas and Moto- 
Guzzis really diminished the series, but 
the rules made it impossible for those 
machines to be competitive. 

“I think for Twins to be successful, it 
needs to be a low-cost series as it was 
originally conceived.” Adamo added.

Gale wins, Zampach

brilliant two-rider battle in the 

Harley-Davidson TwinSports race 

between championship rivals Nigel 
Gale and Scott Zampach lasted for eight 
of the 10 laps at the Mid-Ohio Sports 
Car Course, but Zampach made contact 
with a lapped rider and crashed, hand- 
ing the victory and a seven-point lead in 
the championship to Gale and his 
Bartels’ Harley-Davidson. 

Second place, some nine seconds 
behind race-winner Gale, came Ronald 
McGill on the second Bartels’ entry. 
Third place went to Richard Koehler on 
the Suburban Motors Harley-Davidson. 

Gale averaged 82.952 mph for the 10- 
lap, 24-lap race, and in doing so further 
increased his points lead over Zampach, 
132-125. McGill moved to third place 
with 92 points. 

Zampach, though, was sie to score 
five points after remounting and riding 
his bent and battered Tilley Harley- 
Davidson toan 11th place finish.

The race began with Zampach lead- 
ing Chuck Blackmon and Gale into turn 
one, but Gale was soon by Blackmon 
and on the heels of Zampach. The sec- 
ond lap saw Gale take the lead, braking 
later into turn seven at the end of the 
high-speed back straight to pull up on 
his friend and rival. By this time, those 
two had pulled away from a battle 
between Koehler and Blackmon, with 
those two later set to come under attack 
from McGill. 

Gale and Zampach were going at it, 
with each rider leading on various parts 
of the track, and at times both going 
side-by-side into and out of corners. The 


terrific battle came to an end on the - 


eighth lap when Zampach crashed. 

“We were passing two lappers,” 
Zampach explained later. “He (Gale) got 
by clean and it spooked the guy and he 
turned left instead of right. His handle- 
bar clipped my arm and knocked it off 
the handlebar.” 





The result was a rather violent crash, 
although Zampach was able to remount 
and earn himself a few points for the 
effort. 

“I am sorry that Scott crashed,” Gale 
said in the winner’s circle. “We were 
getting a little rough and I’m just sorry 
that happened to him. We were having 
a great race out there.” €N

Carr wins, takes points lead at Peoria TT

wo-time Grand National Cham- 

pion Ricky Graham tried with all 

his might, but came up a little 
short in his attempt to dethrone the 
Prince of Peoria, Chris Carr. The 
factory Harley-Davidson rider 
thwarted Graham’s advances and went 
on to post his fifth-consecutive 


National TT win at the Peoria M.C. 
clubgrounds. 

In winning, Carr took over the series 
points lead, as four-time Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker was 
a no-show due to knee injuries that 
he suffered one week earlier at the 
Oklahoma City Half Mile. Carr went 


into the round trailing Parker by seven 
points but left with a 13-point cushion 
over the defending champ. 

“Its nice to take over the lead, but I 
wish Parker was here. I want to beat him 
on the track,” said Carr. “But like anyone 
else, I have a job to do — to win the 
Grand National Championship.” 


Trailing the Harley-Davidson Inc./ 
Arai/Hap Jones/SBS/Yoko/Tsubaki/ 
Sunoco/ITT-backed Carr across the 
finish line was Graham, who reeled in 
Carr in the closing stages of the race 
after being as far as 15 bike lengths 
behind. Graham, who usually pilots a 
Honda RS750, rode a Goad-Irby/Arai/ 
Fox/Hondaline/Weimer Plumbing/ 
Floors by Long/Matt’s Muffler/Salinas 
Sport Center/S&S Unocal/Joe Schmoe 
Graphics-sponsored Harley-Davidson 
XR600 and added to his second place 
National finish with a win in the $10,000 
Camel Challenge. 

Rounding out the top three was 
Bartels’ H-D/Bieffe/Red Line/Joe 
Schmoe Graphics/Motion Pro/Tsu- 
baki/Jack Sisemore/lxspa/Vanson/ 
SBS/Sam Line/Powermist-backed 
Mike Hale. Hale pulled off a last-lap, 
last-ditch effort pass on Sponseller 
Racing’s Larry Pegram to secure the 
final spot on the podium. Hale also 
finished second to Graham in the 
Camel Challenge, despite competing 
with a broken left wrist that he 
sustained at Oklahoma City. Hale’s 
performances at Peoria ended a season- 
long dry spell that has haunted the 
Harley rider all year long. 

For his win in the 25-lap main event, 
Carr earned $5500 of the $35,000 purse. 
A large crowd of more than 11,000 
turned out for the 44th running of the 
Busch Beer-sponsored event and filled 
the hills that surround the course that 
is located in a natural amphitheater. 

Carr’s 20th-career National win gave 
him sole possession of sixth on the all- 
time win list, and moved him into a 
tie for fifth on the all-time National 
TT win list. Carr, Graham and three- 
time Grand National Champion Bart 
Markel each have six National TT 
wins. 


Time trials 


To no one’s surprise, Carr set the 
fastest qualifying time of the day by 
rounding the track in 27.342 seconds. 
Carr’s hot lap was well off the track 
record of 25.550 that he set in 1989. 

“The track is really well prepared, 
maybe too well,” said Carr. “Irs 
smoother and slicker than I’ve ever 
seen it. I hope it gets rougher as the 
day goes on. The rougher, the better.” 

Also qualifying fast and filling the 
six-man Camel Challenge field were, 
in order, Hale, Graham, Pegram, 
Belleville Honda’s Tim Mertens and 
three-time Grand National Champion 
Jay Springsteen. 


Heats 


As fast qualifier, Carr sat on the 

outside pole in the first 10-lap heat 
race. At the flash of the green light, 
Carr pulled the holeshot and easily 
outdistanced the rest of the pack. 
Peiroli Racing’s Mickey Fay held 
second from the get-go, and fought off 
the early advances of Sakaida Racing’s 
Terry Poovey to secure the second 
direct transfer position. Poovey fin- 
ished a lonely third ahead of Rex 
Fisher but would have to compete in 
a semi. 
“I got a great start and that was it,” 
said Carr, who won by a 20 bike length 
margin. “I spent the race trying 
different lines.” 

“I didn’t expect to beat Chris,” said 
Fay, the former Honda factory rider 
who makes an occasional appearance 
on the Camel Pro circuit. “but I made 
the National and that makes me 
happy.” 

Finishing fifth without a seat and 
rear fender was Hagerstown Half Mile 
winner Rusty Rogers. 

“It just came loose and I didn’t have 
anything to sit on,” said Rogers. When 
asked what his predictions for the semi 











were, Rogers smiled and replied, “TH 
either haul ass or crash my brains out.” 

King Racing’s Rich King was the 
fastest off the line in heat two but fell 
prey to a hard-charging Hale over the 
jump on lap six. Once into the lead, 
Hale opened a lead that would stretch 
to some 20 bike lengths, while King 
held on to second and a ticket to the 
main. Gardner Racing’s Ronnie Jones 
and Mother Fletcher’s-backed Will 
Davis shadowed King across the line 
but would have to return in a semi. 

‘Tt seemed like King was holding 
me up, so I just held it wide open over 
the jump and went for it,” said Hale. 

The crowd voiced its approval when 
Springsteen holeshot the third heat, 
but Arai’s Aaron Hill spoiled the fun 
by diving deep into turn two and 
stealing the lead. Graham also tried 
to sneak under Springsteen, but 
“Springer” slammed the door. 

Graham forced his way past Spring- 
steen in turn one on the second lap 
and set out after Hill. After trailing 
Hill for several laps, Graham squared 
off turn two and sailed into the lead 
over the jump on the last lap. Hill held 
on to finish a close second, five bike 
lengths ahead of Springsteen. 

“Hill went a little wide coming out 
of two, so I squared it off and nailed 
it,” said Graham. 

“I can’t believe it; I choked,” said 
Hill. “I felt good the whole race, but 
I froze up on the last lap.” 

Pegram holeshot the fourth heat race 
and was never seriously challenged for 
the lead. M&M Racing’s Dan Ingram 
applied the early pressure to Pegram 
but pulled off the track after his right 
footpeg snapped off on lap three. 

Powell Racing rider Dave Hebb 
inherited second after Ingram retired 
and rode uncontested throughout the 
remainder of the race. Pegram greeted 
the checkered flag well ahead of Hebb, 
who in turn enjoyed a big lead over 
Mertens and Craig Estelle. 

“You gotta get a good start if you 
plan on winning,” said Pegram. 
“There’s not a lot of places to pass. 
Fortunately, that’s what I did!” 

“I jumped the gun and got sent to 
the back row,” said Hebb. “But I never 
gave up and it paid off. I held it on 
real long in the first turn and passed 
up to fourth, then I just held on.”’ 


Semis 


Riders that failed to qualify directly 
to the main event via a heat race had 
a second chance in one of three eight- 
lap, semis. Each semi offered three 
tickets to the main, with those not 
fortunate enough to finish in a top 
three spot forced to spectate for the 
remainder of the day. 

Donahue Harley’s Davey Durelle 
holeshot the first semi but was quickly 
gobbled up by Poovey and Davis. Davis 
pressured Poovey all the way to the 
checkered flag, but was forced to settle 
for second. Durelle, meanwhile, gritted 
his teeth and stayed ahead of Estelle 
to finish third and qualify for the 
main. 

“I seem to be getting over the jump 
better and better each time,” said 
Poovey. “I got Will going into one, 
that’s about the only place to pass.” 

“Well, I’ve qualified for the main 
and I haven’t gotten hurt yet,” joked 
Durelle, who has suffered multiple 
injuries at Peoria over the years. “I 
can’t believe it.” 

Chance Darling holeshot the second 
semi aboard a converted Honda CR500 
motocross bike but was overtaken by 
Steel Masters-sponsored Don Estep, 
Springsteen and Loral Lake Racing’s 
Andy Tresser on the first lap. Estep 
thrilled the crowd with his jumping 
technique as he pulled away to a 10

went on to win a second row starting 
position in the main.

“I was experimenting with the 
jump,” said Estep. “I can’t get the front 
end to stay low enough.” 

Jones holeshot and led every lap of 
the final semi, though Rogers applied 
heavy pressure for the first five laps. 
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Rogers swapped over the jump on the 
sixth lap and decided to cruise home 
a safe but solid second, some 10 bike 
lengths behind Jones. Nearly a 
straightaway behind Rogers, Charlie 
Orr came out on top of a hard-fought 
battle with Mertens for third, the final 
transfer of the day. 

“I’m feeling good out there,” said 
Harley-Davidson-mounted Jones.

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Pegram got the most traction at the 
start and led the charge into turn one 
but that was for naught as the field 
was given the red flag after Hale and 
Mertens tangled in the first turn. 

“I don’t know what happened, all 
of a sudden the butt end was coming 
around and I went down, ” said 
Hale. 

After a short break to allow Hale to 
replace a damaged sprocket, the race 
was restaged and started again. 

Graham was the first into turn one 
and led Hale, Pegram, Carr, Spring- 
steen and Mertens over the jump for 
the first time. For the next five laps, 
Hale did all he could to take over the 
lead position, but Graham rode flaw- 
lessly and went on to earn the $5000 
winner’s check. Hale crossed the finish 
line five bike lengths behind Graham 
and with a similar lead over Pegram. 
Carr and Springsteen swapped posi- 


tions twice, but at the finish, it was 
Carr who sat in fourth. Mertens 
finished well off the pace, never fully 
recovering from the first-start crash. 

“T knew it would take a holeshot to 
win it,” said Graham, who dedicated 
the win to his fiancee, Leeza Foreman. 
“We've been on the road for a long 
three months and this is a great prize 
to take home before the (August 22) 
Indy Mile.” 


Junior National 


Ben Bostrom scored an easy win in 
the first six-lap Junior heat over Shane 
Jolly, Frank Kaiser and Tim Selby, but 
his heat-winning time would be bested 
by Brett Landes, who edged Clayton 
Hull, Troy Bostrom and Greg Teague 
in the third heat. James Hart won the 
second and slowest heat over Terry 
Vestal, George Garvis Jr. and Chad 
Barth. 


Landes led the way at the start of 
the 15-lap Junior National, but Hull 
and Ben Bostrom forced their way past 
on the first lap. Once past Landes, 
Hull and Ben Bostrom carried their 
battle for the lead well ahead of the 
rest of the field. Landes rode a lonely 
third, with a comfortable lead over 
fourth place Vestal. 

Hull began to slow on lap nine with 
an ill-sounding machine and Bostrom 
was quick to pounce on the opportun- 
ity. “I saw his pipe flapping around 
and thought, now’s my chance,” said 
Ventura H-D/Fresno H-D/Aztec 
Racing-sponsored Ben Bostrom. “I 
knew he’d lose power on the 
straightaway.” 

Bostrom stormed past Hull, who 
pulled off the track shortly after being 
passed. Bostrom scored the win well 
ahead of Landes, who was glad to 
inherit second. Vestal led Jolly, Garvis 








and Troy Bostrom across the finish 
line to finish a very distant third. 


National 


As the fastest heat winner, Carr had 
first choice on the line at the start of 
the National. This time, the Califor- 
nian chose the outside pole and was 
joined by Pegram, Fay, Graham, Hale 
and Hill to his left. 

“I got smoked off the line from the 
inside pole in the Challenge. This is 
where the traction really is, on the 
groove,” said Carr. 

Carr’s words proved true as he was 
first off the line and led Hill, Graham, 
Hale and Pegram into turn one. Hale 
slipped off the groove and allowed 
Pegram to sneak past as they 
approached the jump but recovered. in 
time to slam the door in Jones’ face. 

With a clear track ahead of him, Carr 
began to establish an immediate lead 
while Graham and the others struggled | 
to get around Hill. 

Hill held his ground for six long 
laps before Graham swooped past as 
they raced into turn one. By that time, 
Carr had already pulled out a 10 bike 
length lead, but Graham twisted his 
throttle and began to close the gap. 

“It took me a while to get around 
Hill, and I could see Chris getting 
away, said Graham. “‘T started to get 
excited and make a few mistakes, but 
once I passed Hill, I seemed to start 
catching up.” 

While Graham chased down Carr, 
Hill continued to hold his ground and 
maintained third for eight more laps. 
Pegram got past Hill as they entered 
turn one, as did Jones and Hale during 
the next four laps. 

“I was riding real good, but everyone 
seemed to be getting a better drive out 
of turn four and passing me into one,” 
said Hill. 

Meanwhile, Graham had chased 
Carr down and at times, came within 
a bike length of the Kenny Tolbert- 
tuned Harley. Carr would gain ground 
over the jump and in turns three and 
four, but Graham would all but 
eliminate that advantage as he charged 
deep into turn one. 

“I was keeping track of where Ricky 
was,” said Carr. “I still had some speed 
left in me, though. Everytime he would 
get too close, I would hammer it and 
pull away again.” 

“Chris flew further over the jump,” 
said Graham. “I could stay on him, 
but I knew it would take a major 
mistake for me to get by him.”’ 

That mistake never came and Carr 
crossed the finish line with two bike 
lengths in hand over Graham. Nearly 
10 seconds behind the lead duo, a war 
waged over third as Pegram, Hale and 
Jones repeatedly swapped positions 
after passing Hill and never circulated 
the track more than a few inches apart. 
When they received the white flag, 
Pegram held the advantage over Hale 
and Jones, but eased up as they 
negotiated turns one and two. 

“I didn’t want to play it safe, but 
I didn’t want to throw it away,” said 
Pegram, who drifted a little wide as 
he exited turn two and headed for the 
jump. “But I guess I played it too safe. ” 

Hale was quick to pounce and sailed 
past as they went over the jump for 
the last time. 

“I saw the five lap signal and figured 
that I’d better get my butt in gear if 
I wanted third,” said Hale. “I knew 
Larry would take it easy on the last 
lap, so I went for it when I saw the 
chance.” 

Hale went. on to finish third, inches 
ahead of Pegram and Jones. 

“It was pretty wild out there,” said 
Jones. “We must’ve passed each other 
a half dozen times.” 








Hill held on to finish a distant sixth, 
a hair ahead of Springsteen. Fay, King 
and Estep rounded out the top 10, well 
off the leader’s pace. 

“I got a bad start and it took me 
a while to really get going,” said 
Springsteen. “But once I did I felt 
great. I almost crashed a couple of 
times over the jump and after that I 
eased off.” 

Poovey ran | 1th for the first six laps 
before dropping out with a seized 
motor, and Davis retired on the 21st 
lap with similar troubles while run- 
ning 12th. 

Rogers never came to terms with the 
track. The Virginian finished a distant 
I3th but managed to stay on two 
wheels. CN

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MOTOCROSS Sama National Championship 125/500cc MX Series: Rounds 7/1 


An estimated 11,000 spectators turned out at Washougal for the opening round of the National Championship 500cc MX Series and the continuation of the 125cc series. 


Kiedrowski starts with 
a hang at Washougal 


Mike Kiedrowski competed in and won his first-ever 500cc National.

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 2 
ike Kiedrowski likes to get 
things started off on the right 
foot, and he proved that at the 
opening round of the 500cc Nationals. 

Competing in his first-ever 500cc 
National, the two-time 125cc National 
MX Champion Kawasaki rider from 
Acton, California, scored the overall 
win via 3-1 moto finishes at the hilly 
and scenic Washougal Motocross Park, 
located in the mountains near 
Washington’s southern border. 

Despite scoring the overall victory, 
Kiedrowski left Washougal in a tie for 
the series points lead with Team 
Honda’s Jeff Stanton, who finished 
second overall with 1-3 moto finishes. 
The two factory riders are tied for the 
top spot with 45 points each. 

Jeff Ward, last year’s winner and the 
obvious crowd favorite, finished third 
overall on the day with consistent 
second-place finishes, earning just one 
point less than Kiedrowski and 
Stanton. 

Jean-Michel Bayle, the defending 
500cc National MX Champion, failed 


to score a single point. He dropped 
out during the first moto and chose 
not to ride the second, complaining 
of pain from injuries which were 
sustained in a high-speed crash in the 
morning practice session. Bayle 
clipped a hay bale with his front brake 
lever and tumbled to the bottom of a 
large hill. 

“I hurt my shoulder a little bit and 
am scratched up all over,” said Bayle. 
“Im not sure about the next 
National.” 

Team Yamaha’s Jeff Emig con- 
tinued his domination of the 125cc 
class by putting together two come- 
from-behind moto wins to claim the 
overall win for the third straight time. 
Emig narrowed the margin consider- 
ably on series points leader Mike 
LaRocco, cutting the Kawasaki rider’s 
advantage by 30 points, and now trails 
by only 28, 287-259. 

Suzuki's Steve Lamson recovered 
from a first-moto fourth to place 
second in moto two and nab the 
runner-up position. TUF Racing’s 














Jeff Matiasevich (9) holeshot the first 500cc moto, but faded to fourth by moto’s ons Bie also finished fourth in moto two. Jeff Stanton (2) was the runner-up. 


Ron Tichenor finished third overall 
with 3-6 moto finishes, good enough 
for top privateer honors. 

LaRocco’s once seemingly insur- 
mountable points lead is now in 
serious jeopardy, as he had an off-day, 
finishing llth overall via 15-7 moto 
finishes. 

Suzuki’s Guy Cooper also had a day 
he’d just as soon forget, as crashes 
relegated him to a disappointing 13th 
overall, but he maintains third place 
in thé series point standings with 224 
points. 

While hot weather and a lack of rain 
had left the surrounding area relatively 
dry, the Washougal track was well- 
watered and was kept in what most 
riders agreed was perfect racing con- 
dition. An estimated 11,000 spectators 
turned out, and while temperatures 
hovered in the mid-90s, much of the 
sprawling, mostly natural-terrain 
course was shaded by trees, which 
helped keep the riders and fans from 
overheating. 


500cc National 


Matiasevich grabbed the early lead 
in the first of two 30-minute plus two- 
lap motos, each of which would pay 
out $7500 to the field with $1000 going 
to the winner, but teammate Ward was 
right behind him and passed him 
within half a lap. Left behind was 
Todd DeHoop, who was piloting a 
four-stroke Husaberg. DeHoop 
crashed in the first turn and had 
trouble restarting the big thumper. 

As the pack completed the first lap, 
Ward led Matiasevich and Stanton. 
Bayle was fourth, and Kiedrowski 
rounded out the top five. 


Stanton motored around Matiase- 
vich on the second lap of the 16-lap 
moto, and set out after Ward, who had 
approximately a two-second lead on 
the recently-crowned 250cc National 
MX and Supercross Champion. 

Noleen Yamaha teammates Larry 
Brooks and Lance Smail provided a 
show behind the leaders, as they battled 
on their 360cc-kitted YZ250s. They 
both suffered poor starts, circling lap 
two in ninth and 10th, respectively, but 
Brooks towed Smail past Gene Nau- 
mec, Rich Taylor and Chad Pederson. 

Out front, Ward and Stanton diced 
for several laps, with the Honda rider 
closing in some sections, and the 31- 
year-old Kawasaki veteran pulling 
away in others. 

Bayle was obviously struggling as he 
let Kiedrowski pass him to take over 
fourth. Bayle dropped out on the 
seventh lap. 

Bayle said he reinjured the shoulder 
he had damaged at the San Jose 
Supercross and said he wouldn’t ride 
the second moto. He said he would 
have to wait and see if he was prepared 
to compete at the next National 
(August 16 at Millville, Minnesota). 

The leading duo’s skirmish carried 
them away from Matiasevich, and 
then Kiedrowski who took over third 
on the fifth lap. Kiedrowski pulled 
away from Matiasevich, but Stanton 
and Ward had gained too much 
ground, and Kiedrowski settled into 
third position. 

Brooks and Smail had towed each 
other through the pack, and they were 
in fifth and sixth by lap eight, the 
halfway point. After advancing that 
far, Brooks and Smail settled into their 


positions and began to battle with each 
other. 

On the same lap, Stanton pulled up 
behind Ward and forced his way 
around for the lead. Ward pressured 
Stanton for the rest of the moto, but 
he could not find a way around, and 
the top four positions remained the 
same to the finish: Stanton, Ward, 
Kiedrowski and Matiasevich. 

“I felt pretty good,” said winner 
Stanton. “It’s different to be on a 500 
after riding 250s all year, but I rode 
decent.” 

Smail hounded Brooks for the rest 
of the moto, but couldn’t get around 
until the final lap, when Brooks had 
troubles with lapped riders. Brooks 
was visibly upset, and as they left the 
track for the pit area, he yelled and 
shook his fist at the offending riders. 

“On the last lap, a couple guys got 
in my way and wouldn’t move,” said 
Brooks. “I kept yelling, but they 
ignored me. Finally, I tried to pass one 
of them, and he forced me completely 
off the track, and Lance (Smail) got 
by.” 
Smail claimed fifth spot, Brooks got 
sixth, and Pederson, Mike Fisher, 
Naumec and John Dowd rounded out 
the top 10. 

At the start of the second moto, 
Kiedrowski got a much better gate, as 
he rounded turn one in the lead. 
Behind him, Fisher crashed in the first 
turn, and remounted in dead last. 

DeHoop got a better start than in 
the first moto, and was in second 
behind Kiedrowski before Smail got 
around him on the first lap. DeHoop 
quickly began to fall back, eventually 
finishing 13th in the moto. 


Smail was on the gas, and he set 
out after Kiedrowski, but he began 
to fade after a few laps, and was 
passed by Ward on the fourth circuit. 

Stanton had suffered a horrible 
start, finishing the first lap in mid- 
pack, but he began to reel in riders, 
and was in fourth by lap four of the 
16-lap moto. The top five read: 
Kiedrowski, Ward, Smail, Stanton 
and Matiasevich. 

Ward was seven seconds down on 
Kiedrowski, but was riding strong 
and had narrowed the margin to 
about two seconds by lap seven, when 
his front wheel washed out and he 
went down in a wooded section of 
the course. 

“I was catching Mike, and had 
made up most of the difference by 
halfway through the moto,” said 
Ward. “Then I crashed, and I had to 
start all over again.” 

Stanton passed a fading Smail for 
third on the seventh lap, and set out 
after Ward, knowing that he would 
have to pass him in order to claim 
the overall. He had lost valuable 
time, however, and was 10 seconds 
back after Ward’s crash. 

Ward again narrowed the margin 
on Kiedrowski, but ran out of time 
and had to settle for second. 

Winner Kiedrowski said, “I like the 
500 a lot. I think it suits my style. It’s 
kind of like a race car; you have to 
steer with the rear wheel. I think my 
win (in the fifth round of the 250cc 
National Series) at Red Bud helped my 
confidence. Once I got up front, I knew 
that I had the speed to stay there.” 

“I just got a bad start and didn’t ride 
good at all,” said Stanton after the 
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Stanton (2) passed Jeff Ward (6) midway through the first moto. Ward posted 2-2 moto finishes for third overall. 


Jeff Emig scored his third 125cc overall win in row by acing both motos. 


moto. “It always takes a race or two 
to get used to the 500.” 

Stanton finished third, good enough 
for second overall, while Matiasevich 
had slowly worked his way up to pass 
Smail and finish fourth in the moto 
and fourth overall. 

A dejected Matiasevich said, “I got 
two fourths, which is basically like 
getting last. I had major arm-pump 
in the first moto, and just got a terrible 
start in moto two.” 

Smail, who hails from nearby Maple 
Valley, Washington, finished the moto 
in fifth, good enough for fifth overall 
and top privateer honors. “The first 
moto, I got a bad start, and it was easy 
for me to concentrate on just trying 
to pass the riders in front of me,” said 
Smail. “In the second moto, I started 
to worry about who was coming up 
behind me.” 


125cc National 


Eastern Regional 125cc Supercross 
Champion Brian Swink got things off 
to a good start in the first moto, pulling 
the holeshot with Western Regional 
125cc Supercross Champion Jeremy 
McGrath hot on his tail. 

McGrath’s Team Peak/Pro Circuit 
Honda teammate Buddy Antunez 
followed him in third, while Team 
Suzuki’s Denny Stephenson was in 
fourth. Emig had gated poorly, and 
finished the opening lap in seventh 
place. 


Tichenor and Lamson both got poor 
starts, as well, but latched onto Emig’s 
rear fender as he mounted a charge 
through the pack. 

McGrath began to pressure Swink, 
but started to fade on lap three, letting 
first Antunez, and then Cooper by. He 
retaliated and tried to pass Cooper 
back, but the two riders tangled and 
went down. 

“McGrath was trying to get by, so 
I changed my line in a turn to try and 
keep him behind me,” Cooper said. 
“We ended up making contact, and we 
both went down.” 

With Cooper and McGrath out of 
the picture as far as a top placing finish 
was concerned, Emig advanced to third 
by lap six, towing Tichenor and 
Suzuki’s Steve Lamson behind him. 
Emig began to reel in Antunez, closing 
to his rear fender within a lap, and 
getting past on the next go-around to 
take over second. 

Emig was eight seconds behind 
leader Swink, but closed rapidly and 
began to pressure for the lead on the 
12th lap. He finally passed him on a 
long section of large whoops, but 
Swink wasn’t going to let Emig have 
the win without a fight. 

“I got by Swink cleanly,” said Emig, 
“But then he started to ram me. He 
got me once really good right in front 
of everybody in the mechanics’ area. 
I felt really strong, though, and I 
wasn’t going to put up with any of 
that, so I just pulled away.” 

Pull away he did, cruising the rest 
of the way in for the moto win with 
Swink finishing second. 

Tichenor and Lamson both turned 
in strong performances to finish third 
and fourth, respectively, while Doug 
Henry, who normally rides a DGY 
Yamaha, rounded out the top five on 
the recuperating Damon Bradshaw’s 
125cc machine. 

As the gate fell for the second moto, 
McGrath charged into the lead with 
Lamson on his rear fender. Tichenor 
passed Lamson for second on the first 
lap, and Snohomish, Washington’s 
Larry Ward was in fourth. Emig 
again suffered a poor start, though 
not as bad as in the first moto, and 
was in fifth. 

First moto winner Swink was not 
a factor in the second moto, as he got 
a poor start and suffered side cramps, 
eventually finishing the moto in 15th 
spot. 

Cooper’s luck continued on the bad 
side as he crashed three times on the 
first lap and was in dead last early in 
the moto. He went on to finish 14th. 

McGrath began to pull away from 
Lamson, stretching his lead to nine 
seconds by lap three. The action was 
behind him as Emig began another 
charge to the front, and he passed Ward 
on lap four to take over third and then 
nailed Lamson for second two laps 
later. 

Though McGrath had a 12-second 
lead on Emig by the time the Yamaha 
rider moved into second, Emig 
mounted an impressive charge, closing 
an average of two seconds a lap on 
McGrath. 

“T got tired in both motos and started 
fading,” explained McGrath. “The 
second moto, I really started to make 
mistakes. It just shows that maybe I 
haven’t been working hard enough.” 

Emig eventually passed McGrath to 
take over the lead on the 12th lap and 
stretched out his leading margin to the 
checkered flag. 

“T’m just glad to be winning motos,” 
said Emig. “I feel really confident, and 
my bike’s working great, so I think I’ve 
got a good chance at the title.” 

Lamson passed McGrath on the 
penultimate lap to place second ahead 













of the Team Peak rider. Henry finished 
fourth ahead of Ryan Hughes, who 
started in seventh. Tichenor faded to 
sixth. : 

Emig’s perfect 1-1 netted him $2000 
from the $12,000 125cc purse and gave 
him the overall victory, while Lam- 
son’s 4-2 was good enough for $900 
and second overall. Tichenor also used 
consistency to claim third with a 3- 
6 score. CN

Plessinger stays close 
with New York win

SOUTH EDMENSTON, NY, JULY 26 

- Scott Plessinger took full advantage 
of the absence of defending National 
Hare Scrambles Champion Scott 
Summers to revive his hopes of winning 
a second-career championship title by 
scoring the overall victory at the 
Thunder Ridge National. Summers, who 
missed the event due to a mending bro- 
ken wrist suffered at the Blackwater 100 
last month, now leads KTM-mounted 
Plessinger by just 25 points in the series 
point standings with four rounds 
remaining. 

It was Plessinger’s day in South 
Edmenston, although Steve Hatch, a fac- 
tory-backed Suzuki rider from nearby 
Ithica, New York, gave it his best shot to 
rain on Plessinger’s parade. Like last 
year when Plessinger held off a charg- 


ing Scott Summers in the last corner to 
win, the KTM rider was, again, hounded 
to the finish line but this time by Hatch. 
After more than three hours of racing on 
a mud-filled course, Plessinger nipped 
Hatch by a wheel. 

“It was a tough and nasty course,” 
said the KTM America/KRW 
Cycle/Duralube/Smith 
Goggle/Dynoport/Arai 
Helmet/Metzeler/MS Racing-spon- 
sored Plessinger. “You had to stay alert 
and really pick your lines because of the 
tough conditions, today. I fell a couple 
of times which allowed Steve (Hatch) to 
pass me, but I could always catch him. 
On the fourth lap, I crashed and broke 
my rear brake pedal. I stopped in the 
pits and bent out the part of the pedal 


have some usage of it. On the last lap, I 
jammed it against the footpeg. I was 
closing my eyes on some of those down- 
hills - it was scary a couple of times 
especially without brakes! Steve caught 
me before the scoring barrels, but I was 


able to hold him off at the finish.” 


“I had a blast out there,” said Hatch. 
”I wasn’t sure what the pace would be, 
but I felt he (Plessinger) could’ve picked 
it up at anytime, so I had to be careful.” 

The course would quickly turn into a 
mess after the 157 competitors roared 
off the line as a steady rain started soon 
after the AA class took off. The riders 
would race around the first half of the 
Thunder Ridge MX track before fun- 
nelling into the woods section adjacent 
to the track where the racers would stay 
for the remainder of the race. The first 
lap registered 8.1 miles and the follow- 
ing laps 7.6 miles. 

The start of the race didn’t go well 
for Hatch. 

“I had a two-kick start, so that rele- 
gated me to just about last in the first 
turn,” said Hatch. “I passed five or six 
riders and entered the woods about 
fourth behind (Ed) Lojak, Jan Hrehor 
and Plessinger. We all freight-trained it 
until I took a soil sample, which put me 
back around 10th. After the first gas 
stop, I tried to smooth out my riding. 
The course was a mess with tree roots, 
ruts and mud holes, as well as being 
very dark in the woods, so you couldn’t 
see that good.” 

Near the halfway point, Hatch 
caught up to the leader Plessinger, who 
had earlier passed Yamaha-mounted 
Lojak, as well as Hrehor, that set the 
stage for an exciting duel to the check- 
ered flag. 

“Racing with Scott is great,” said 
Hatch. “He is a very smart rider and 
knows how to use lapped traffic to his 
advantage. I knew it would come 
down to the wire, so | wanted to make 
the last lap a race and make him work 
for it. I got on his rear fender a few 
turns from the end and tried to pass, 
but he blocked me with some good 
moves and very smart riding. I wanted 
to finish in the top three and was sur- 
prised that I would be such a factor in 
the overall.” 

Plessinger said, “It was hard to get 
traction, because all the whoops made 
the bike bounce around a lot, which 
tired me out in the end. I knew if I got 
ahead of Steve, I could hold him off for 
the win. It was a close finish, closer than 
last year, so I feel like I accomplished 
something today.” 

While Plessinger and Hatch battled 
up front, another exciting story was 
being written by Hrehor, who was run- 
ning third with a sore knee. 

“After the first gas, I slammed a tree 
hard with my handlebars which threw 
me sideways into another tree,” said 
Hrehor. “I twisted my knee very badly 
and was thinking of stopping but decid- 
ed to go on. I actually caught up to the 
leaders at one point but ended up a 
couple of minutes behind in the end. | 
think | did okay, considering.” 

Unfortunately, a couple of riders 
were injured in the race, including 
Kawasaki Team Green’s Duane Conner 
who was a front-runner early in the 
race. He crashed a few times, resulting 
in bent handlebars and an injured 
thumb. Conner called it a day. 

Finishing fourth overall was National 
Enduro Champion Jeff Russell. 

“| think I did alright for being dead 
tired,” said the factory-backed KTM 
rider. “Coming here was a last-minute 
decision. I’m using this race as a train- 
ing session for an upcoming trip to 
Costa Rica for a race I’ve been invited 
to.” 

Rounding out the top five was Team 


numerous crashes. 

“It started out pretty good, I was in 
the middle of that AA freight train and 
that’s when all the fun started,” said 
Norton. “I crashed a couple of times, but 
that second crash was pretty grim and 
bent my handlebars rather oddly. I got 
used to that okay and decided to main- 
tain a good pace and finish with a rea- 
sonable position.” 

Finishing sixth overall was ATK’s 
Frank Keegan. 

“Everything was good for the first 
couple of laps until I broke my front 
brake in a crash, and the track was really 
rutted out and those hills were tough to 
climb, especially later in the race when 
the lappers were all over them stuck in 
the mud or a rut,” said Keegan. “I’ve 
been favoring my left ankle, which I hurt 
last month at Blackwater, so I guess I 
was lucky it held in there today.” 

Sweden’s Jimmie Eriksson had a 
tough day, placing out of the top 10. 

“I had a bad day,” said Eriksson, 
who rode a four-stroke Husaberg. “I got 
a last-place start and after an hour or so, 
I lost my exhaust pipe and had to carry 
it back to the pits to remount it. Then, 
on the last lap, I ran out of gas. I was 
riding a 350 today, which is what I'll be 
riding for Sweden at the ISDE, so I hope 
this isn’t an omen.” Eriksson normally 
competes on a big-bore Husaberg. 

. There was plenty of action in the 
Four-Stroke A class, which featured a 
dice for the lead between Suzuki’s Mark 
Hyde and Honda-mounted Jared Green, 
a battle in which Hyde prevailed. 

“My start went great,” said Hyde. 
“But things went downhill from there. I 
started making mistakes which allowed 
Jared to pass me and lead for awhile 
until I could regroup and make a charge 
on him for the lead in the end. I was 
lucky enough to find an opening and 
grabbed back the lead to win the class 
today. Jared is a very respected competi- 
tor and I always enjoy racing against 
him.” 

Green said, “I made a few mental 
errors which caused me to crash or bob- 
ble, and the weight of the bike after it 
packs with mud really comes into play 
when you've got to pick it up a few 
times.” 

In the 200cc class, Chad Froman 
scored the win. 

“I hurt my foot earlier in the week 
and my plan was to just be steady 
today,” said Froman. “It was nasty out 
there and I was fortunate enough not to 
have any problems while my competi- 
tion did. Riding my 125 up some of 
those hills made life quite exciting!” €N

t the end of the 1989 season, 

Donny Schmit found himself in 

a frustrating situation. After 
losing his spot on the U.S. Suzuki 
factory motocross team earlier in the 
year the Bloomington, Minnesota, 
native bought his own bikes and 
proceeded to finish fourth overali in 
the AMA National Championship 
125cc MX Series, beating all of his 
former Suzuki teammates along the 
way. Quite an accomplishment in 
anyone’s book, right? 

Apparently not. 

Schmit waited, and waited, but no 
phone calls. 

“I thought I’d get some kind of offer, 
but no one called,” said Schmit. “I had 
done everything myself — I bought my 
own bikes, worked on them myself, 
drove to the races and paid for ever- 
ything. At the end of the season I had 
finished fourth and was the top 
privateer, but still no offers. What 
would I have to do to get one — win?” 

With no offers coming in, Donny 
decided to check out what the rest of 
the world had to offer. 

“I had always wanted to race the 
World Championships and the time 
was right. I love to race and wanted 
to continue racing, but there was 
nothing left for me in America,” said 
Schmit. “It was the next step in my 
career.” 

In 1990, Schmit signed a two-year 
contract with Team Bieffe Suzuki to 
contest the World Championship 
125cc MX Series, and captured the 
championship title in his first year. A 
surprise to most, but not to Schmit. 

“I won the first Grand Prix of the 
season, and the Europeans said, ‘Oh, 
he just got lucky.’ Then, at the second 
race I didn’t finish as well because I 
was sick and they all said, ‘See! He 
was just a fluke.’ After I got well and 
ran up front again, though, they 
accepted me as a top competitor. 

“A lot of people thought I’d have 
some trouble adjusting to Europe, but 
it was such an improvement compared 
to my last year in America; everything 
just clicked,” Schmit said. “The ’89 
season was very difficult for me — I 
really struggled. It’s a big jump going 
from racing and working on your own 
bike, to having a mechanic and a 
factory bike. _ 

“T can’t say that I have really adapted 
to Europe, though. I never stay in any 
one spot long enough. I can speak a 
little of everything, but I’m not fluent 
in any particular language. I guess you 
could say that I can order food without 
a problem.” 

In his first two years in Europe, 
Schmit lived in Belgium and competed 
with a Belgian license. His Bieffe 
Suzuki teammate was Belgian Stefan 
Everts. 

Everts, the son of three-time World 
Champion Harry Everts, finished third 
in the 1990 125cc series and went on 
to win the ’9] title. The way was easier 
for Everts after Schmit was injured in 
a crash. At the ume of the crash, Schmit 
looked to be well on his way to 
repeating as World Champion. 


“No one called 








“I was on a roll,” said Schmit. “I 
won the first three races with no 
problems, and I felt strong and 
confident.” l 

It was at the fourth round of the 
series in Hungary that Schmit crashed. 

“I was disappointed that my title 
chances were over, but at the time I 
was more scared of the Hungarian 
hospitals,” remembers Schmit. “I 
broke my collarbone and thumb, and 
was bleeding from the mouth and I 
kept throwing up. The ambulance that 
they took me to the hospital in was 
more like a covered wagon and the 
hospital was terrible; there were 
cigarette butts on the floor and blood 
in the sink. Then they were trying to 
tell me that I had to stay there for three 
days! I said no way, and as soon as 
I was able to stand up, I left.” 

Schmit spent the majority of the 
season healing, and watched from the 
sidelines as Everts went on to inherit 
the title that could have remained his. 

“I just thought, ‘Well, I have one 
World Championship under my belt, 
and there are more to come.’ I was 
happy for the team, but I thought 
Stefan was a bit too cocky, saying that 
he would’ve beat me anyway. He’s still 





young, but he’s a big talker. I’ve heard 
him comparing himself to Jean- 
Michel Bayle, but he’s nowhere near 
Bayle,” Schmit said. “We got along 
good and learned a lot from each other, 
though.” 

When his Bieffe Suzuki contract 
expired, Schmit made a couple 
changes for 1992 and signed with the 
Chesterfield Yamaha team to contest 
the World Championship 250cc MX 
Series. 

“I had wanted to race the 250cc class 
in ’91, but my contract with Suzuki 
was for the 125cc class,” said Schmit. 
“Yamaha made me a great offer to race 
250s, so I switched. I’m 25 years old 
now, and it’s time to go for it. Besides, 
250s are the premier class. It seemed 
like the next step in my career.” 

Managed by 1984 125cc World 
Champion Michelle Rinaldi, the 
Chesterfield Yamaha team is based in 
Italy. Before the start of the 92 season, 
Schmit moved to Italy and now com- 
petes with an Italian license. 

“The team provided a house in 
Langarano, about an hour south of 
Milan,” said Schmit. “It’s really neat, 
right on a lake.” 

Residing with Schmit in his lake-

front home is his American fiancee, 
Carrie Carlson, who has been with him 
since he made the transition to GP 
racing. 

“Basically, I told Carrie that I’d only 
go to Europe if she came with me,” 
said Schmit. “I know it was hard for 
her. She was a great sport; she quit 
school and said, ‘Let’s do it.’ ”’ 

“Her dad used to drag race, and her 
two brothers race motocross, so she 
really knows what’s going on. Carrie 
isn’t like some dizzy blondes, she’s a 
big help at the races.” 

So far, the switch to the 250cc class 
has proved successful for Schmit. 
Though he struggled early in the 
season, Schmit put his bad luck behind 
him and has taken the circuit by storm. 

“The season started off slowly,” said 
Schmit. “I wasn’t used to the bike at 
the first race, and at the second race 
I got taken out. I felt pretty good by 
round three in Austria, but I crashed 
in the first turn and broke the throttle. 
I was so mad! I could just see my 
championship hopes slipping away. 
From then, things went better — I 
finished third and fourth in the next 
two motos.” 

It was at round four in Italy and 











round five in Germany, that Schmit 
began to shine. A sweep of all three 
motos at each of those races vaulted 
him into the series points lead after 
having been as far as 54 points behind. 

“I wasn’t too far ahead of everyone 
in Italy, but I think I made everyone 
look bad in Germany. I won by at least 
15 seconds in all three motos,” said 
Schmit. “That has to be the high point 
of my season so far, because I took over 
the point lead in Germany.”’ 

After his six-moto sweep, Schmit 
went on to finish second, first and 
second overall at the next three GPs, 
winning three more motos along the 
way. By the time the series visited the 
United States for round nine at 
Unadilla, New York, Schmit’ had 
established a 56-point lead over his 
rivals. Though he was glad to be home, 
Schmit knew that the race wouldn’t 
be easy. 

“T was excited and looking forward 
to coming home and racing in Amer- 
ica,” said Schmit. “But I knew I had 
to keep my cool and ride smart. My 
goal was to ride as best I could and 
score aS many points as possible 
without taking unnecessary chances. 
Maybe if I wasn’t in championship 
contention I would’ve tried really hard 
to win.” 

Unfortunately, the race turned into 
a near-disaster for Schmit, as he 
crashed during practice and was taken 
to the hospital with suspected neck 
injuries. After doctors informed him 
that he had suffered no serious injuries, 
Schmit, having missed the first moto, 
sped back to the track to compete in 
the remaining two motos. 

“I went to the hospital to make sure 
that I was okay, you don’t mess around 
with something like that,” said 
Schmit. “The doctors helped me really 
fast, and I drove wide open in my rental 
car to return to the track.” 

Schmit finished llth in the second 
moto after a first-turn crash, and 
rebounded for a strong second behind 
overall winner Jeff Stanton in the final 
moto to finish the day eighth overall. 
What could have spelled disaster for 
Schmit ended up costing him only two 
points, as Inconsistency cost his nearest 
series rivals. Despite missing a moto, 
Schmit left America with a 54-point 
lead. 

“It was like a nightmare at first, I 
could just see my championship hopes 
fading away, again,” said Schmit. “But 
I knew that if I tried, I could at least 
score some points in the second and 
third motos. My neck was really sore, 
but once the starting gate dropped, it 
was the furthest thing from my mind.” 

With three rounds remaining, 
things look good for Schmit, but he 
will be the first to remind you that 
anything can happen. 

“There’s nine motos left and 20 points 
to be had in each one,” said Schmit. 
“My head’s not exploding, I know that 
I’m not there yet. I have to look at each 
round as just another race and score as 
many points as I can. I’m not going to 
take any unnecessary chances, but I’m 
not going to relax, either. The next two 
races are in sand, so I’m pretty confident 
— I go pretty good in sand. The final 
round in Japan is at a hard-pack track. 
I like those, too.” 

And what if he does win the 1992 
World Championship 250cc MX Series 
title? 

“If I do it, it will mean a lot. ‘Though 
it’s hard to compare, I think the 250cc 
title would mean more to me than the 
125cc crown, mostly because it would 
be my second title,” Schmit said. “It’s 
the premier championship, and I 
could say that I’ve won it. My coming 
to Europe and all the time away from 
home would be well worth it.” 


The thought of two World Cham- 
pionships is indeed, sweeter than the 
thought of struggling in America. 
When asked where he thought he 
would be if he hadn’t gone to Europe, 
Schmit replied, “I’d probably be in 
school somewhere. I seriously doubt 
that anyone would’ve picked me up, 
and I wasn’t about to spend another 
season doing everything myself. It was 
just too hard.” 

But what if an offer came now? 
Would Schmit return to America? 

“If the offer was good enough, of 
course I’d come back,” Schmit said. 
“But I seriously doubt that one would 
come. I don’t like supercross, and that’s 
a big negative against me. I can see 
finishing out my motocross racing 
career in Europe.” 

Schmit plans to remain overseas as 
long as he can still win races, and 
upon his return to the States, plans 
to continue racing, but of a different 
sort. 


“Pd seriously like to try racing 
mountain bikes for a year,’’ said 
Schmit. “Its what I do for training 
over here, and I think that I’m pretty 
good at it. 

“After that, I’d like to open a small 
business of some sort. I’ve saved and 
invested most of my money, so that 
shouldn’t be a problem in the future. 
My goal is to have fun in life after 
racing. I’ve bought a few small toys, 
but no fancy sport cars or stuff like 
that.” 

Instead, Schmit has invested in a few 
of his hobbies,.all of which he has 
plenty of opportunities to enjoy in 
Europe. 

“When I’m not training, I like to 
play golf or ride my Jet Ski in the lake 
in front of the house,” said Schmit. 
“I can also do a lot of hunting and 
fishing over here. 

“Its not as bad as some people say, 
Europe can be a neat place to live. It’s 
all in how you look at things. It’s neat 


to read about something in the news- 
paper and think, ‘I know where that 
is, or, ‘I’ve been there,’ ” said Schmit. 
“Some day I'll be able to tell my kids 
that I’ve been all over the world doing 
what I love. How many people can say 
that? 

“I laugh at those who say that it’s 
easier in Europe, and that a National 
Championship is harder to earn. To 
win a World Championship you have 
to overcome the language barrier, learn 
a new lifestyle, and leave your friends 
and family,” Schmit said. “The com- 
petition is getting better and better in 
Europe, and I think that they should 
try to race a season over here before 
they say things like that.” 

“Whether it’s a National or World 
Championship doesn’t matter,” said 
Schmit with a smile. “I have a number 
one plate hanging on my wall.” 

And with any luck, the quiet Min- 
nesotan will soon have another 
number one plate. CN

Doughty, Higgins dominate Honda Hills

LINNVILLE, OH, JULY 15 

ne had logged four overall wins 
for the day, the other three. But 
when they finally met in the same 
class, only one would be able to take 
home the coveted first-place trophy, 
from the AHRMA National at Honda 
Hills. 

That class was Sportsman Open 
Twins Expert. Georgian Barry Hig- 
gins, wearing his easily spotted fluo- 
rescent. orange helmet, was aboard a 
BSA twin. Vintage Iron’s Rick 
Doughty chose a British racing green 
Rickman-Triumph. 

In the opening moto on a muddy, 
winding circuit, Doughty just man- 
aged to hold off Higgins throughout 
the three-lap race. Both pitched around 
the thundering twins in a way that 
belied the bulk of these well-prepared 
machines. 

For the second set of motos, the track 
had dried sufficiently to increase each 
race to four laps. Doughty grabbed the 
lead and began making the best of it. 
By the third trip around, however, 
Higgins had begun in earnest to trim 
the Californian’s advantage. 

Doughty was slowed somewhat by 
a lapper, allowing Higgins to move 
up to the rear fender of the Metisse. 
Higgins tried several times but was 
unable to get past. Doughty’s lead at 
the checkered flag was a bike length. 

That gave Doughty the overall, with 
second going to Higgins. Beno Rodi 
of Team Salvage, riding a 750cc 
Norton P11, was third. 

“Those two twins motos made the 
day,” Doughty said. “It was war.” 

Concentrating his racing program 
this year on a fleet of immaculate 
British four-strokes, Doughty also 
logged overall wins in the Expert 





categories in Premier 500, Premier 500 
II and Premier Lightweight II. H&H 
KTM’s Higgins was aboard the Aus- 
trian two-stroke for his Expert wins 
in Sportsman 250, Sportsman 500, 


Plus 30 and Plus 40. In scoring their 


overall wins, both men went l-l in 
all motos. 

The 142 entries for the National 
came from as far away as California 
and Texas. Central Ohio had already 
been drenched with nearly a foot of 
rain in July, and heavy rain the 
evening before had caused Honda 
Hills to cancel its Friday night modern 


races. The track was soggy and slick 


as practice began in the fog, but by 
early afternoon the sun had broken 
through and the racing surface became 
tacky and much more predictable. 

Race one combined the Sportsman 
500cc Novice, Intermediate and Expert 
categories, and the holeshot went to 
Higgins and his KTM. Expert rider 
Phil Hanford soon moved his CCM 
around Higgins and held the lead for 
over a lap, until Higgins got past and 
opened an insurmountable lead. Late 
in the race, Hanford gave up second 
to Husky-mounted Wesley Fuller. 
Meanwhile, the intermediate race was 
a battle between Texan Bernard 
Murphy and New York’s Joseph 
Brillo, both aboard Yamahas, with 
Murphy maintaining a slight lead 
throughout the race. 

The second time out, Hanford was 
the early leader, only to slip back to 
third again behind Higgins and Fuller. 
Among the intermediates, the leader 
this time was Brillo, shadowed by 
Murphy until late in the moto, when 
the latter dropped off the pace some- 
what. By virtue of his 2-1 finishes, the 


overall went to Brillo. Yamaha rider 
Skip Osborne won both motos for the 
overall win in 500cc Novice. 

Race two, Sportsman 125cc Expert/ 
Novice, saw Bike Journal editor Greg 
Bastek holding off a determined Carl 
Mabry the first time out. In the second 
race, Bastek pulled away on his Honda, 
while Mabry and Doug Wentzell 
disputed second, with Mabry coming 
out on top. The Novice win went to 
Skip Osborne of Oklahoma over 
Georgian Howard Bennett. 

Next up were the Sportsman 125cc 
Intermediates. Jack Suber of Houston, 
Texas, piloted his Honda Elsinore to 
a pair of 1-1 finishes, followed by the 
2-2 placings of Robert Leimenstoll, a 
Yamaha rider from Woodstock, Geor- 


gia. Third in his competitive class - 


went to Michigan’s James Smith, who 
rode his Can-Am to fourth in the first 
moto and third in the second to edge 
out Rich Baulch (3-5) and his Monark. 

The fourth race put the 250cc 
Experts and Novices on the track at 
the same time. While Higgins and his 
KTM notched wins both motos, Can- 
adian Rick Hudson and New Jersey’s 
Wentzell, this time on a Honda, 
swapped second- and third-place 
finishes. Second overall went to Hud- 
son, who crossed the line second in the 
final moto. Montesa rider Eric Kraft 
of Gainesville, Florida, earned the 
Novice overall with a pair of moto 
wins. 

Race five included the largest class 
of the day, 250cc Intermediate, with 18 
entries, as well as the two Premier 
500cc categories. Just about the only 
250cc rider to show any kind of 
consistency — and the right kind of 
consistency at that — was Texan Mike 


Hance, who guided his Yamaha to a 
pair of firsts. Second went to Gilbert 
Wistrup, a New York CZ rider who 
put in 5-2 finishes, while third was 
claimed by Joseph Brillo, who went 

Seventeen Plus 40 class riders took 
to the track next, and the result was 
a repeat of the Higgins-Hanford duel 
in Sportsman 500cc. Though Higgins 
won both Expert motos, Hanford gave 
him a good run, particularly in the 
second outing. The Intermediate win 
went to Alex Moroz with a pair of moto 
wins, while Stephen Simpson topped 
Howard Bennett in Novice. 

The seventh race was filled with Plus 
30 Intermediates, George Terzian, a 
Husqvarna rider from West Seneca, 
New York, arrived first both motos. 
Mike Hance led for a couple laps 
during the second moto, until Terzian 
slipped past and wouldn’t be repassed. 
Second overall went to Gary Poland 
over Hance. 

While Higgins and Doughty were 
busy battling on their twins, the Plus 
50 Intermediates were putting on a 
show of their own. In the opening 
moto, Roy Maley Jr. held the lead until 
the second lap, when Robert Hayes 
slipped by. Next time, though, it was 
all Maley’s race, and his 2-1 finishes 
earned him the overall. The Plus 50 
Expert winner was AHRMA Executive 
Director Jeff Smith, riding a borrowed 
BSA B50, and the top Novice was 
David Ezell. 

Last up on the hilly, heavily bermed 
track were the Plus 30 Experts and 
Novices. It took Higgins a lap to get 
past Rick Hudson in the first moto. 
For the final moto, however, Hudson 
made it much more difficult as his duel 
with Higgins drew the pair consider- 
ably away from the rest of the pack. 
Unfortunately, problems put Hudson 
back to fourth place late in the race, 
handing second overall to Doug 
Wentzell. CN

Myers dominant in Colorado

MORRISON, CO, JULY 23-26 

ix-thousand feet up at the inaug- 

ural NHRA Mile-High Nationals 

at Bandimere Speedway, carved 
into the eastern ridge of the Rocky 
Mountains just outside Denver, as at 
venues on both coasts already this 
season, John Myers utterly dominated 
Pro Stock on George Bryce’s Star 
Racing Suzuki Katana. 

Myers won for the fourth time in 
six 1992 NHRA races with a series of 
runs as consistent as they were fast: 
8.26, 8.24, 8.24, and 8.24, all at 162 or 
163 mph, highlighted by a final-round 
victory over perennial bridesmaid Jim 
Bernard, who trailed with a distant 
8.42 at 158 mph. 

How did Bryce find enough horsep- 
ower to allow Myers to set the track 
record in qualifying (8.20), cover 
everyone but tuner-turned-rider Byron 
Hines by the unheard-of margin of 
nearly two-tenths of a second, and set 
low E.T. of three of the four rounds 
of eliminations? 

Simple: He was the only crew chief 


with experience at the Mile-High 
Nationals (one of two new races on 
the 10-race 1992 NHRA Pro Stock 
tour), haying attended the (cars-only) 
1991 event as a member of neighbor 
Gary Brown’s Texaco System 3 Pro 
Stock car team. 

There, Bryce unearthed theories that 
would prove indispensable a year later 
in the rarified air of the Rockies: 1.) 
Up the compression (to 16:1). 2.) Use 
a lower-duration camshaft to increase 
cylinder pressure. 3.) Lower the gear- 
ratios, obviously (because all engines 
make less power in the thin air), so 
that the bike won’t bog when Myers 
lets the clutch out. 4.) Stand back and 
leave it alone. 

“Once we got into eliminations, I 
never touched it,” Bryce said. “I mean, 
nothing. I didn’t change a thing.” The 
Snap-On/Wax Shop-backed Katana 
responded with those dominant 8.2s, 
and Myers trailered Keith Gray, who 


broke behind the starting line and had - 


to give Myers a single run; Lance 


Boyer, who was a mile back despite 
a clutch .004-second reaction time; and 
semi finalist John Smith, who had a 
career day, to move into his fifth final 
in six events this season. 

“George gave me the fastest bike out 
here,” Myers said, adding that it can 
be a mixed blessing. “I was nervous 
at this race. Standing in the pits 
between rounds, I had to keep stopping 
myself from thinking about how 


there’s no way I should lose this time.” 


Defending NHRA Champion David 
Schultz, number two qualifier Hines, 
and number three qualifier John 
Mafaro took a load off Myers’ mind 
by losing in the first round. 

Schultz never figured out the thin 
air, qualifying just 10th; Hines fouled 
away the quickest time of the round, 
an 8.25, to advance second-to-last 
qualifier Keith Freeman’s 9.24; and 
Mafaro was ambushed by Jim Bernard, 
who qualified in the lowly number 14 
position and recovered just in time to 
get “Pizza John,” 8.37/159 to 8.39/153. 

Bernard, the obvious choice to meet 
Myers in the final once the other 
traditional threats had been elimi- 
nated, did not disappoint. He took 
more close wins over unbelievable 
rookie Kerry Larkin, 8.40/158 to 8.47/ 
158, and upstart Norm Devine, 8.41/ 
158 to 8.40/159. (DeVine is the one who 
sidelined second-ranked Schultz, the 


only rider other than Bernard and 
Myers to win a title in 1992, in the 
first round. ). 

At 8.24, Myers was in another time 
zone in his middle-round poundings 
of Boyer and Smith. 

But like any racer, Myers refused to 
take the final for granted. “Jim is 
always right there, and I know if I leave 
the door open, he’ll be there again,” 
he said. “In this sport, you never 
relax.” 

Bernard, who had been slowing by 
a few hundredths all day, did so again 
in the money round. Myers was second 
out of the gate, but had the lead for 
good before they passed the Christmas 
tree. 

“I never saw him,” said Myers, who 
moved last by mere thousandths of a 
second and crossed the finish line at 
more than 162 mph. 

“I hope this doesn’t come out wrong, 
but I don’t see Byron Hines or David 
Schultz or anyone else, for that matter, 
as a threat to us right now,” said Myers, 
who now has a 19-2 won-lost record 
for the year and twice as many victories 
as all other riders combined. CN

WESTERVILLE, OH, JULY 25-26 
he AMA offered up a genuine 
motorcycling smorgasbord, and 
more than a few came to indulge. 


Vintage Motorcycle Days drew approx- 


imately 6400 people to two days filled 
with vintage bike demonstrations, 
displays, a motorcycle show, swap 
meet, parade, vintage road run, 
vendors, trials demonstrations and a 
“Vintage Cruise-In” for cars and 
motorcycles. Capping it all off was a 
J. Wood & Co. auction of 187 
motorcycles. 

All this took place in and around 
the AMA’s headquarters in the Colum- 
bus suburb of Westerville. The area 
was jammed all day Saturday with 
motorcycles, vans, cars, and people 
toting cameras and motorcycle parts. 

Anything that wasn’t paved turned 
to mud on Sunday when the already- 
saturated area was subjected to a heavy

early-morning rain. The muck and 
scattered sprinkles all day no doubt 
helped discourage a repeat of Satur- 
day’s crowd. Even so, officials were 
happy with this first-time event. 

“We're real pleased with how 
things went,’’ said Jim Rogers, 
director of the American Motorcycle 
Heritage Foundation Museum. “We 
actually had more people show up 
than what we had hoped for. Saturday 
was crazy.” 

Finding the event was easy, but 
locating a parking space proved 
frustrating for many - especially those 
behind the wheel of anything larger 
than a car. Once past the admission 
station, the choices were almost 
overwhelming. 

Honda, Yamaha and Moto Guzzi 
each had displays concentrating on 
vintage machines. Honda showed a

1959 factory four-cylinder road racer, 
while a highlight of the Yamaha tent 
was a line of beautifully restored early 
'70’s motocrossers - ranging in dis- 
placement from 80cc to 500cc - owned 
by Californian Lee Fabry. 

As a woman in period apparel 
putted through the parking lot on an 
antique cycle and posed for photos, 
others vied for a $100 gift certificate 
from DomiRacer by studying a wall 


. of parts and guessing the make and 


model of motorcycle each came from. 

About 120 motorcycles - more than 
had been anticipated - competed for 
honors in a bike show, with best of 
show going to a 1960 BMW sidecar 
outfit. The quality of the show didn’t 
seem to be affected by a bit of mud, 
which forced part of the competition 
to be relocated to the AMA’s front 
lawn. 

“There was a good mix of manu- 
facturers and nationalities, a real good 
representative cross-section of bikes, 
which is what we were after,” Rogers 
explained. 

People lined up to shuffle through 
the AMHF Museum, which featured 
“Those Fabulous Fours,” a display of 
four-cylinder motorcycles ranging 
from a 1907 Belgian FN to a Honda 





V-4 Superbike. Outside, the American 
Historic Racing Motorcycle Associa- 
tion promoted vintage racing and 
vendors sold books, food and photos 
of people sitting on a Daimier replica. 

The swap meet did a brisk business 
on Saturday, offering bikes and 
assorted bits. However, the swap meet 
area was running at a significantly 
slower pace in Sunday’s muck. 

“T think our swap meet area was full 
- muddy, but full. From what I heard 
from them, most of the swap meet 
people were pretty happy. They were 
able to do some good business,” Rogers 
said. 

A center of attention, especially on 
Sunday, was the big red and yellow 
tent. Stuffed in there were motorcycle 
memorabilia, odd bits (such as a BSA 
bicycle and Indian outboard motor) 
almost 200 motorcycles — ranging 
from a pristine 1955 Vincent Black 
Knight to a tattered "73 Bultaco Alpina 
— at least twice that many bidders and 
spectators, and Jerry Wood’s auction 
team. Wood was a dynamo — point- 
ing, waving, describing motorcycles, 
urging up the bidding, admonishing 
the crowd for making too much noise. 
He went on like that nonstop for 
hours. 

The bidders were as mixed a lot as 
the motorcycles. Some were collectors, 
others looking for an interesting bike 
at a good price. One man stood at the 
edge of the action and made calls on 
a cellular phone. People applauded 
when sellers agreed to take less than 
their reserve price. 

Star of the auction was the Bentley 
collection — four motorcycles, a 
scooter-like 1917 Eveready Autoped, 
the 1934 Indian outboard and a 1930 
Indian parts kit. The items came from 
the estate of Indian enthusiast Earl 
Bentley of Connecticut, who died in 
1990. 

Two of the Bentley machines — 1928 
and °30 Indian factory hillclimbers — 
tied with a 49 Vincent Rapide as the 
highest-selling machines for the day. 
Each went for $17,000. Of the other 
two Bentley bikes, an unrestored 1913 
Thor V-twin sold for $15,500 and a 
1906 Indian single fetched $12,000. 

“The Bentley collection, as we knew 
it would, brought a lot of interest,” 
commented Rogers. “Jerry said that 
because of that collection being 
included, it brought a lot of phone 
calls (from potential buyes). And all 
of it sold.” 

In fact, about 70% of the machines 
up for auction were sold. One knowl- 
edgeable observer noted that the 
quality of the machines seemed to be 
higher than the quality of the buyers. 
A 5% buyer’s fee added to each sale 
generated in the neighborhood of 
$16,000 for the foundation. 

Now that they’ve got the mud 
scraped out of the soles of their shoes, 
AMA staffers already are making plans 
for Vintage Motorcycle Days 1993. The 
success of the first edition, though, will 
force some changes for the next. 

“We're starting to make some def- 
inite plans already. We had some 
major problems, part of it being the 
event was so successful. We’ve got some 
major decisions to make soon about 
the location of parking or location of 
parts of the event,” Rogers said. 

“We now have a little bit of cred- 
ibility, now that we’ve done it once 
and it works,” he continued. “One 
thing we’re happy with — and I hope 
it will grow and continue — is getting 
the maufacturers’ involvement. We’re 
hoping they will come back and some 
of the others will become more 
involved for next year.”

AHRMA-West Vintage Motocross Series 


Silver State wins 
to Grouloff

CARSON CITY, NV, JULY 26 
he traveling AHRMA West Vin- 
tage Motocross Series made its 
stop in Carson City at Silver State 
Raceway, with nearly 200 riders on 
hand for the event that saw Californian 
Greg Grouloff score two overall wins 
to take home the gold. 

A vintage motorcycle show/swap 
meet in Minden, started off the wee- 
kend, and featured hundreds of pris- 
tine show-quality machines, ranging 
from early Vincents, to a variety of 
BSAs, Triumphs, Bultacos, Rickmans 
and even a class-winning 1972 Tyran 
125cc Motocrosser. You name it, if it 
was British or Euro, it was probably 
represented. 

Day two, however, was where the 
talking stopped and the action 
switched to the track. The course was 
changed drastically from last year’s 
supercross-type layout, to a traditional 
style that was set up by Dick Mann. 
Grouloff took it to his liking to 
picking up wins in the 40 Plus and 
Open Twin Expert classes, riding 
KTM and Tribsa machines. 

Washington’s Doug Grant, the 
former AJS and Bultaco teamster of the 
early ’70s, jumped in front of the field 
at the unleashing of the 40 Plus class’ 
first moto, which was staged in two 
waves, and by the end of a lap had 
amassed a big lead over Grouloff and 
Mel Tremain. Grant, who retired in 
1973 after a serious car accident, had 
a good thing going up front until his 
AJS fouled a spark plug and he coasted 
to the sidelines allowing Grouloff and 
Robert Poole to battle for the number- 
one spot. Grant got rolling again, but 
by this time he was a lap down and 
could only watch from a distance as 
Poole overtook Grouloff for the lead 
and maintained it to the finish ahead 
of Grouloff, John Geer and Grant, 
who made up an incredible deficit to 
card fourth. - 

In the combined Amateur class, 
Poole, the moto winner who beat all 
the Expert class riders, posted the class 
win ahead of Nevada’s Jim Keeton, 
while Honda-mounted Mike Kopp 
topped the Novice field. 


Grant, again on his AJS, showed the 
fine turnout of spectators on this 110- 
degree day more flashes of brilliance 
in the 250cc Sportsman Expert class, 
but his problems continued, and 
Husky-rider Brett Sargent posted the 
Expert win. Sargent, though, trailed 
several Amateur-class riders across the 
line in both motos, including 
Kawasaki-rider David Dotson, who 
won both motos. John Shives rode two 
incredible motos, always in the battle 
for the top spot, and nailed down 
second via 2-2 showings. 

There were many spectacular battles 
throughout the day’s program, but 
none as great as that in the Premier 
Two class between BSA-rider Geer and 
CZ-mounted Keeton in moto two. In 
the first moto Geer was the runaway 
winner, beating Keeton, Rickman 
jockey Doyle Cook, Rodney Henniger 
and Phil Anderson. 

The second moto was a two-way 
fight to the finish, however. Geer was 
riding a tremendous race, as he held 
Keeton at bay through every corner of 
the turn-loaded course, but he allowed 
Keeton to get by on the final circuit, 
and nab what would be his only overall 
win of the day in three attempts. 


“There’s not much room to pass out 
there,” said Keeton at the completion. 
“Its pretty much a one-line track. I 
just kinda stuffed a wheel inside and 
got lucky.” 

Women’s competition had Gwen 
Gee winning both motos to continue 
her stranglehold on the class in 
AHRMA competition. Gee beat 
Doreen Perry, Jill Morgan and 
Deborah Poole for the overall. CN

Brown bombs 
Virginia MX

WYTHEVILLE, VA, JULY 19 
t the Diet Pepsi Virginia State 
Championship, which was also 
run as round 1|1 of the Southeast- 
ern Championship MegaSeries, Team 
Peak/Pro Circuit Honda’s Mike 
Brown notched wins in the 125 and 
250cc A classes, despite tough compe- 
tition from teammate Jeromy Buehl. 
The event drew 503 riders from 17 
states and South Africa. Promoter Tam 
Topham grinned, “This is a record 
entry, for the track and for the Virginia 
State Series. We’re going crazy with all 
these riders, but it’s a good kind of 
crazy.” 
Brown nailed the first-moto hole- 
shot and proceeded to set the pace for 


the 125cc A field of 19. Buehl pulled . 


a horrible start and was forced to slog 
up through the pack, finally making 
it to second. Shane Templeton, Kevin 
Walker, Jim Neese. Chad Lough and 
Steve Childress teamed up to give 
Buehl a hard time, but he was able 
to slip by each of them. Brown won, 
with Buehl and Lough following. 
Walker got the drop on the field for 
the holeshot of moto two and ran hard 
with the same pack as in round one, 
until Lough took the lead on the fifth 
lap. Returning to racing this season 
after arm injuries kept him sidelined 
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Jeromy Buehl (36) couldn’t hold off Mike Brown (54) at Virginia MX Park. 
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for nearly two years, Walker’s stamina 
needs to improve before he can be 
considered a threat, but his speed is 
there. 


Brown and Buehl had come off the 


line together with rotten starts, and 
had begun an aggressive advancement 
to the front, with Buehl blazing the 
trail for Brown. Stevie Childress hit the 
dirt in- a corner as a result of an 
eyebrow-raising Brown pass that took 
away his front wheel. Neese, Walker 
and Greg Rand remained upright as 
Buehl and Brown blasted past, but 


Doug Grant (10W) led at Silver State MX, but dropped out with mechanical woes. 


Lough wasn’t so lucky. In the last lap, 
he was passed cleanly by Buehl, but 
hit the dirt when Brown went under 
him in a corner. 

While Lough was recovering, Buehl 
and Brown emerged from the back 
section with no sign of backing off. 
With a quarter of a lap to go, Brown 
muscled into the front and held on for 
the moto win and overall victory. 

The first 250cc A moto saw Brown 
grab the early advantage and hold it 
to the end, for an easy win over 
Childress and Lough. 
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Jason Ingersoll was one of many who competed at the Dual-Euro Scrambles in Lucerne. 





Billy Cox surprised the crowd when 
he gassed his Yamaha to the front, 
followed by the freight train of Eickel, 
Lough, Todd Bennick, Templeton, 
Buehl and Brown. Brown went down, 
putting him in 12th early in the moto. 

By the next lap, Eickel had taken 
over the lead. Childress and Neese had 
teamed up to drop Templeton to 
eighth and Brown had risen to ninth: 
Brown continued his march to the fore, 
and on the penultimate lap he pulled 
up behind Buehl. Eickel and Lough 
pulled out every defensive trick they 
knew to try to maintain first and 
second, but to no avail as the Buehl/ 
Brown Express roared past. Brown 
finally got by Buehl and scored the 
moto and overall wins. 

Queried later about their physical 
competition, Brown replied, “Jeromy 
and I usually go at it that hard. We’re 
pretty good friends off the track, and 
there’s no feud or anything — just real 
good racing.”

Husqvarna competitor Michael Hines. “T 
started on the second row and took it easy,” 
said Kevin. “I didn’t try to catch Tommy 
because it’s too easy to get hurt on this type 
of terrain when you twist the throttle hard. 
I’m happy to get AA first place.” 

A little luck and a stick-to-it attitude helped 
Kevin's nephew Michael Hines as he later 
explained, “I got a good start but stalled and 
wetted my bike out.

Bennett sloshes to victory at 
Bounty Hunter Motocross

LOS BANOS, CA, JULY 11 

Pat Bennett overcame a last place start and 
adverse track conditions to become the first 
repeat winner in the Bounty Hunter Race 
Series, held at the Los Banos Fairgrounds. An 
unseasonal rain storm dropped buckets of 
water on the event causing the track condi- 
tions to become almost unridable. 

Supersport Promotions, the promoter of the 
series, decided to shorten the program to allow 
all the riders to at least get in one moto before 
the rains caused the race to be cancelled. 

The pros had to ride only one qualifying 
moto in order to secure a spot in tonight’s 
main event, and both the 125 and 250cc Pro 
classes were won by Bennett. The qualifiers 
were run in relatively dry conditions, as the 
rains had just started. By the time the top 10 
pros lined up for the final, the skies had 
opened up and sent rivulets of water across 
the track. 

When the flag was raised for the start, the 
over 2000 spectators in attendance watched 
Kawasaki pilot Danny Paladino move up 
from a seventh start position to take the lead 
on lap one. Tod Nelson followed in second 
and pole-sitter Dave Matheson held third. 
Matheson soon dropped back however, as all 
the riders found the going slippery and 
difficult. 

At one time .or another, every rider in the 
race laid it down at least once before the 15- 
lap race was over. Paladino’s lead lasted only 
two laps before the track took its toll. After 
pulling his bike out.of the banners, Paladino 
got underway in fourth. Nelson had — 
to take the lead when Paladino fell, but 
Bennett had other ideas. As Nelson carefully 
picked his line around the track, Bennett 
threw caution to the wind and passed him 
in the rockers. 

Bennett and Nelson stayed close together 
for three laps before Nelson made his move. 
In a tight right-hand turn before the finish 
tabletop, Nelson dove to the inside of Bennett 
and both riders collided, going down into the 
mud. 

Paladino, who had dispatched Rusty 
Holland to fourth on the previous lap, again 
took the lead. Holland took over second as 
Nelson and Bennett picked their bikes out of 
the mud and got underway. Bennett soon 
pulled up on Holland and the two Suzuki 
riders battled for less than a lap before Bennett 
was again able to get around. Holland tried 
to stay close for three laps, before he also fell 
in the same turn that claimed the front- 
runners earlier. Once into second, Bennett 
started reeling in the leader Paladino. For five 
laps the two leaders fought over first place, 
sloshing around the track totally oblivious to 
_ the conditions. 

With four laps to go, Bennett made his move 
on a high-speed straight, out-jumping 
Paladino and getting the drive in the next

corner. The two riders barely avoided a 
collision and when they exited the turn it was 
Bennett in control. For the next four laps 
Bennett rode flawlessly, never allowing 
Paladino to get close enough to mount a 
charge.

Easing over the finish 
line tabletop in second was Paladino. Nelson 
had managed to pass Holland on lap 10 to 
move into third.

Brant, who started the Handicap final on 
the 60-yard line, put together enough out- 
standing laps in the outside dirt to propel 
himself ahead of the entire field and on to 
an impressive win. Faria, who has recently 
been relegated to the unheard-of handicap of 
90 yards, managed to work his way up to third 
place before running out of laps to get around 
stubborn 30-yard starter Andy Northrup, who 
was credited with second.

Todd Nelson found the holes he needed to 
move to the front of the pack on lap 17 of 
the Bounty Hunter main event, held at the 
Los Banos Fairgrounds. 

The fastest qualifier of the night was Pat 
Bennett, who won the feature race the week 
before. Bennett picked up right where he left 
off by winning both motos of the 250cc Pro 
qualifier, and finishing first and second in 
the 125cc Pro class. The only riders able to 
stay with Bennett were Jon Nelson in the 250s, 
and Danny Paladino in the 125cc class. 

Paladino won the only other quaifying 
moto in the 125cc class, and in doing so set 
a heat time that was only nine-tenths of a 
second slower than Bennett on his 250. 

As the Bounty Hunter race lined up, the 
back position was filled by Bennett, next was 
Paladino, and third from last was Jon Nelson. 
When the starter threw the flag, Glenn 
Harrison, grabbed the lead and held 1t for over 
a lap before being passed by Josh Boykin. 
Harrison would eventually drop back and 
finish eighth. Boykin tried to open a gap as 
soon as he took the lead, knowing that the 
top qualifiers were still trying to sort their 
way through the pack. 

Jeff Pestana was stricken by bad luck’ on 
lap two and dropped from fifth to last. Pestana 
appeared to be one of the fastest riders of hte 
night in his qualifiers, but crashes in his 
motos kept him out of the top placings. 
Quickly up again, Pestana would mount a 
charge that would carry him back to fifth by 
the end of the race. By the end of the third 
lap, Nelson had worked his way to third 
behind Nicolaus. 

On the next lap Nicolaus came up just a 
few inches short over a double jump and cased 
it. 

For the next 12 laps, Nelson slowly reeled 
in Boykin. While Nelson was making his 
move, Bennett was also picking up positions 
and appeared to be poised to make a late-lap 
charge. 

On lap 12, Bennett’s Suzuki broke a chain. 
With Bennett out of the way, Danny Paladino 
had a clear run toward the front, and took 
over third, on lap 12. Robbie Baker was having 
a good night and trailed Paladino, just ahead 
of -Nelson in fifth. For the next four laps 
Nelson hounded Boykin. 

On the 17th lap, Nelson made a pass that 
stuck going in to the underpass. Nelson 
stretched the throttle cable and pulled away 
by a few bike lengths for the next three laps.

Graves grabs Willow Springs

Chuck Graves added more evidence that he 
is unbeatable in Formula One racing at 
Willow Springs International Raceway, as he 
chalked up another victory during the seventh 
round of Willow Springs Motorcycle Club 
events. 

Graves’ closest competition came from 
Robert Miller, who appeared to be mounting 
a challenge to Graves on the first lap. He

At the halfway point, Graves, Miller and 
Harrell continued to lead, with Ienatsch 
running fourth. Ienatsch set his sights on 
Harrell in third, and began to close the gap. 
Starting the final lap, Ienatsch continued to 
close, but came up short and was left with 
a fourth-place finish. 

In the Formula Two race, Ritchie Thorp 
and Andy Milton grabbed the initial lead, but 
were quickly caught by a pack of Yamaha 
TZ250 riders. Ienatsch moved rapidly through 
the field and was in the lead by the end of

Greene has been riding the Nationals and 
didn’t want to risk injuring himself or his 
bike, so he pulled off with a couple of laps 
to go. Chung went on to finish second behind 
Walliams, who had sorted out some suspen- 
sion problems and went on to victory.

The three 
stayed very close and as they went into the 
fourth turn, it appeared that they touched, 
letting Miller get a little better bite off four 
and move by Wharton for second, behind 
Merryman. 

Merryman again led the 600cc B class, this 
time with Todd Temple, Jeff Sassaman and 
Jody Yearick chasing. After a slow start, Tom 
Hannum started to move, claiming third by 
the fifth lap and challenging Temple until 
he started dropping back with a valve 
problem.
